WILLIAM T. COLMESNIL PICTURESQUE FIGURE 
ON WESTERN KENTUCKY RAILROAD FOR YEARS 


Took Out First Train Over Knoxville Branch of L. and 
N.— Ran Into Livingston. 


to display. 


The death of William T. Colmesnll 
a few days ago at Henderson remows 
from service one of the best-known 
railroold conductors In the Ohio val¬ 
ley. He was well known tn Louisville, 
having been bom within twelve miles 
of the city, where he grew to manhood 
ami first entered the railroad business. 

He was of French extraction, his father 
having emigrated from France to this 
country and settling near Louisville 
when a young man. William T. Col- 
mesnil was fifty-eight years of uge ax 
the time of his death, which was the 
result of a complication of diseases. 

"William T. Colmesnil was the first 
conductor that ever ran a train into 
Livingston. Ky„ over the Knoxville 
branch of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad.” said ft Louisville frleud last 
night. ‘'After leaving the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad he went to 
Texas, where he was engaged in the 
railroad busings for a number of 
rears. Winn the Ohio Valley railroad 
was built from Evansville, Ind-. to 
Princeton. Ky., In 1886. William Coi- 
mesrril was the first conductor to run a 
train over the road. This road wus 
built mainly by Capt. Bam S. Brown, 
the Pittsburg coal king, who was a 
warm personal friend of Conductor 
Colmesnil. , . ... 

"Boon after the road was built 
through to Princeton William Brown, 
the only son of Capt. Sam S. Brown, 
became a locomotive engineer on the 
road. He had an engine especially built 
for himself, and for a long time Billy 
Brown pulled the passenger train on 
which William T. Colmesnil was con¬ 
ductor. Billy Brown thought tho world 
of Onpt. Colmesnil. as he called him. 

As Blllv Brown was put on the road to 
learn tho railroad business from the 
ground up he left the engine cab for a 
conductorehlp on a passenger train run¬ 
ning opposite to Conductor Oolmesntt. knew him. 


"Billy Brown was a popuflar fellow 
along the road and was known by al¬ 
most everybody. He fell in love with 
Grace McGoodwtn. one of the prettiest 
girls in Western Kentucky, who lived 
at Prhiceton, and by nnd by they were 
married. In a few months after tho 
marriage Billy Brown sickened and 
died. His body was placed on a tnUn 
at Princeton and taken over the rwul 
through Henderson to Pittsburg. Billy 
Brown’s engine, which he owned In¬ 
dividually. was draped In deep mourn¬ 
ing and pulled the train which bor* his 
remains away from Princeton to ths 
Smoky City. The train 
striped in white and black and William 
T. Colmesnil was the conductor. 

“Billy” Brown's death ended b!» 
father’s career as a railroad magnate 
and soon the rood was leased to the 
Newport News and Mississippi Valley 
Co. It afterwards went into thg 
hands of a receiver. It was then pur¬ 
chased by the Illinois Centra] Railroad 
Company. During all these voars 
William T. Colmesnil continued to be 
th<e head passenger conductor on the 
line. About a year ago the Illinois t. en. 
tral entered Nashville. Tenn., and then 
Capt. Colmesnil ran between Evarwvuls 
and the Tennessee capital until he w r ns 
forced to retire on account of lllnese 
about three months ago. 

William T. Colmesnil married the 
daughter of Eh*. T. W. Taylor, of Hen¬ 
derson, about twenty years ago. Be¬ 
side* a wife, he leaves two sons, 
Thomas and William CcJtneenH. 
Thomas Coiiiiesn.il is about eighteen 
years of age and for several years has 
attended the Kentucky Military Insti¬ 
tute at Lyndon- Many well known rail¬ 
road men attended the funeral of Capt. 
Colmesnil at Henderson, evidence of his 
great popularity among hJs associates. 

It Is said of Capt. OolmesnU that h# 
knew every man. woman and child 
from Evansville to Nashville along his 
run and that he was ever ready to do 
all of them a favor when In his power.

On the breakfast tables of many 
wealthy New York families are found 
to-day fresh fruits from every fruit¬ 
growing country on the globe. It Is a 
fad. or a luxury, that has developed 
within the laet two or three years, and 
has grown to such proportions that 
New^ York is now by fur the largest 
market for costly imported fruits and 
vegetables In the world. The trade Is 
confined exclusively to high-clnss es¬ 
tablishments which cater entirety to 
families and fashionable hotels where 
the cost of things Is a secondary con¬ 
sideration. It is another of the many 
evidences of the city's enormous wealth. 

Peaches and plums from South Af¬ 
rica at $20 to $30 a dozen; Mgs and 
bananas from Spain, worth their weight 
in gold; grapes from Belgium at $2.50 
a pound; strawberries frerh from the 
Orient at $2 a cup. twenty-four berrleM 
to the cup; French asparagus at $*.&» 
a bunch. These are some «»f the prices 
New York men and women of wealth 
are paying for delicacies. No fruit < ar<* 
any longer ever out of season In New 
Turk, nor are hot house products relied 
upon. 

Every ship arriving from the wartmr 
climes bring* a consignment of these 
priceless dainties, and experts are ev¬ 
ery where engaged In the growing of 
rare fruits and vegetable* and in study¬ 
ing improved methods of shipping them. 
Specially made receptacle* ore used on 
noai^y all steamships exclusively for 
fruit, as there are many varieties which 
are as sensitive to temperaturua as the 
most delicate Infant. For example 
such fruits as the sappldiUu. mango and 
alligator pear cannot be put on Ice. If 
ohilled their fiber turns from a beauti¬ 
ful yellow' to biaclc and their flavor Is 
lost. Still they muat be kept cool and 
fresh. 

One of the very Important features 
of the Imported, fruit trale of New York 
iq the elaborate and costly t#asketa sent 
to relative* and friends on a stja. voy¬ 
age. 1tardy doe* one of the big liners 
leave her pltr nowadays, especially dur¬ 
ing rhe wlmter without many 

thousands of dollars* wc.rth of rare 
foreign fruits, especially seiiected for In¬ 
dividual pofcsenger^ 

These basket* cost all the way from 
$5 to $75 eabn and frequently contain 
natural fruits and nut* from al;r.opt 
every country |ri the world. Sometime 
they are made up from a physician’s 
prescription, for very many of ihe 
fruits, nuLs and vegatafcl-s brporl l 
from foreign countries contain rare 
medicinal qualities. TTiere are biu i 
frutu. stomach fruits, brain fruits rm*l 
nuts and vegetables pre*crih«d for al- 
nic«t e^'ery ill of the flesh, ami partic¬ 
ularly fr<r the ills Incident to ocean 
travel. Into every one of these <-!ah- 
oratq baskets al-ro go srriill bottl.s of 
Imjxirted wdnes and cordials unless the 
recipient chaJice* fo be a tototaWor, 
ITiere are bottles of rare cognac. ap:it.s 
of chantpagne. lime Juices, calf* f»>>t 
Jelly. com«iun>tt9 (n C^ilner<* dwarf 
orange) and scores of other delicacies. 
aKmost as costly as so many precious 
stone*.

Fruits As Medicines. 

The baskets In whlcli these- fruits are 
deposited are ere iv n* of art In th rn- 
selve*. Many of ^hem are made f 
I costly materials and aiv fashlonevl In 
all sorts of shapes. The prevailing 
model thl* winter is thi* of a ship or 
* :in austomObllc. Som-- of tl>er»i cost the 
dealer from $5 to bef ,r. an ounc 
of fruit is put inside. Frequently t?i>e- 
c*.al dealgrs are required; If. for in- 
*tnnce. n grt-»t nwlrr.ii or .-'unpoai-r 
Is leaving New York, a bask t repre¬ 
senting ;t harp or poaelbly a piano or 
vlcLn woiFii Jk 1 built for him With 
the fruit it might err*, neveril buri1r£*<J 
del !ar*. 

S<» general ha* become the custom of 
Bending basket* of fruit to friends on 
voyage that th© big dealers have print¬ 
ed blanks and form^ to facilitate every 
part of the transaotlon. ftf ;i customer 
calls at one of the large fruit or gro¬ 
cery establishments to order a steamer 


basket he Is provided wiLh a blank 
which he fills In with the name of the 
donor, the person to whom It is to be 
given, specjai kinds of fruits desired, 
phyjvioJnn‘8 directions, if any; approxi¬ 
mate cost, name of steamer, date of 
sailing and other detail*. After the 
ba^kat is prepared another form Is fill¬ 
ed ont stating that the banket has been 
prepared and delivered to the steward 
or in the stateroom of a certain ship. 

That document m sent through the 
1 malls to the ship on the morning it 
1 sails. It Is delivered to the person for 
• whom It wtl» intended after he or *he 
l* on board and often brings a plenum 
i surprise when the ship Is well nut to 
pco. If the ba-skot Is a very large one 
It Is usually given over to the steward, 
but may be kept In th© stateroom for 
the entire voyagu. 

So fashionable has the fruit fad be¬ 
come that the custom of sending flow¬ 
ers on board outgoing ship* has nearly 
disappeared. Thosn who make frequent 
voyages from Ney York have doubtless 
observed recently that nearly all flow¬ 
ers on board are thrown Into the sea 
when til© ship im.sses Sandy Hook.

ON ROAD TO RECOVERY. 


Generally clear to-day and probably 
to-morrow, with slowdy rising tempera¬ 
ture. is the weather forecast, as given 
out by F. J. Walz, forecaster for this 
district, hist night. The maximum 
temperature here yesterday was forty 
degrees above zero, svhlle the minimum 
temperature was thirty-two degrees. 
At 7 o’clock last night the temperature 
had dropped again to the 36-degree 
mark. 

The weather yesterday was cold and 
blustry. A leaden sky prevailed 
throughout the entire day, and occa¬ 
sionally the air was filled with misty 
particles of snow.

Men and boys went 
about with their overcoat collars but¬ 
toned tight about their throats, and 
women appeared in furs on the stree»ts. 
There was no lingering on street cor¬ 
ners, everybody appearing to be In a 
hurry. The raw. cold wind painted 
the noses of pedestrians red, and news¬ 
boys kept constantly on the move In 
order to keep warm. 

"This is the coldest weather we have 
had In April in a long time,'' said a 
man aboard a street car yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon. He hnd his overcoat buttoned 
tight about him and the end of his 
nose was red. despite the fact that he 
is n temperance man. “I have expe¬ 
rienced cold days during the month 
of April In years gone by, hut never fur 
so long a period. The temperature hos 
been hovering around the freezing point 
for n>rre than a w^ok. and It Is ber*om- 
irng Irksome. We are paying up with a 
vengeance for the fine weather we had 
during March, and then some." 

The continued cold weather is having 
a decreasing effect upon business, 
Spring suits are going a-begging, the 
people having been compelled ho cling 
to their winter garments. During the 
month of March several men wearing 
straw hats appeared on the ,*ctreels, but 
since the present cold weather r«*t In 
the straw hats have been relegated to 
the background and are occupying In¬ 
conspicuous places on the top shelves of 
wardrobes. Ftpring houseclcanlttg has 
been checked by the cold weather, and 
persons who adjusted their screen doors 
and windows during March have been 
sorely tempted to remove them during 
the past week. 

According to reports received at 7 
o'clock lasrt night from Cincfnrratl and 
Indianapolis, It was snowing at those 
two places. The coldest temperature 
yesterday, twenty-four degretvi, was 
registered at Marquette. Mich., while 
the warmest temperature, seventy-six 
degrees, was registered at San Antonio, 
Tex.

THEREFORE TAKES MORE TIME 
TO CONSIDER SITE. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE NAMED 
TO WORK OUT DETAILS. 


ROYAL HEIRS. 


Much Ceremony Attendant 
Upon Their Advent.

Tin? State Board of Agriculture ad¬ 
journed yesterday afternoon without j 
selecting a permanent site in Louisville | 
for the Kentucky Static Fair. As at 
Friday mornings session, the session 
was devoted largely to hearing repre¬ 
sentatives of different tracts of land 
offered as a permanent site, and In 
listening to delegates from commercial 
organizations and other prominent cit¬ 
izens who appeared before the board to 
make suggestions to it as to perma¬ 
nently locating the fair. The board felt 
that, with the information at band, it 
was not prepared to buy any piece of 
property at this time. It decided to 
continue the Committee on Permanent 
Site, made up of Lawrence Jones, chair¬ 
man; Hubert Vreeland and Guthrie M. 
Wilson, In active force, giving to it au¬ 
thority to renew options on any prop- 
ery it might see fit. and to pursue its 
Investigation of the tracts In order to 
find the most suitable one. 

The board feels deeply the respon¬ 
sibility upon It. and is determined that 
the selection made will prove not only 
desirable for the citfeens of Louisville, 
but for the citizens of the entire State. 
It considers the fact that it is building 
a State Fair for the future, and is bear¬ 
ing In mind that It must look ahead a 
score of years or more to meet the re¬ 
quirements of that period as well as 
the present time. 

The board is a unit on the qualifica¬ 
tions of sites. The one selected must be 
close to a steam railroad; so close that 
a snitch may be run into the grounds 
for the benlflt of the exhibitors, and so 
close that a depot may be built near 
the grouqds. It must be easily acces¬ 
sible to the street car lines of the city. 
The committee Is srtill open to further 
arguments in favor of any site present¬ 
ed, a-nd will welcome the offer of addi¬ 
tional sites. 

• • • 

Executive Committee Named. 

Perhaps the next most Important ac¬ 
tion taken by the board was the crea¬ 
tion of an Executive Committee to be 
composed of Hubert Vreeland. chair¬ 
man: W. R. Moorman. Jr.. Prof. M. A. 
Scovell. Guthrie M. Wilson and Law¬ 
rence Jones. The board by unanimous 
action decided to authorize the Execu¬ 
tive Committee, which will have charge 
| of working out the details, to appoint 
four prominent citizens of Louisville to j 
meet and act with the members there- ;

London, April i.—The people of Spain 
have heard with great interest the an¬ 
nouncement of the fact that they may 
bo called upon. In the near future, to 
rejoice over the birth of an heir to the 
throne of Castile. The advent of a: 
royal heir, though at all times an event 
of popular Interest, is expected to be 
hailed In Spain with extraordinary en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Spain, too, being pre-eminently the 
land of elaborate etiquette and mag¬ 
nificent decorum, ©specially among the 
ancient regime In the court circles, it 
may be expected that the event will 
be attended with an unusual amount 
of formality. 

The quaint customs which have sur¬ 
vived, perhaps here more than In any 
other country 7 , the inroads of modern¬ 
ity. will no doubt be rigidly observed. 

The form that these may take may 
be gathered from some of the Incl- i 
dents that happened w hen King Al-1 
phnnso himself was bom. A monarch 
from his birth, his majesty was intro¬ 
duced to his court on a golden tray, 
and In this fashion was carried through 
rows of admiring grandees, who bowed , 
profoundly before the royal Infant. 

For the use of the baby King a 
splendid suit© of apartments was en- | 
tlrely devoted, and stalwart soldiers 
guarded the residence night and day. ! 
When his majesty was throe months 
old one of the leading dental surge ms» 
was appointed to superintend his teeth¬ 
ing, and when the infant King first 1 
donned a pair of shoes, which were of 
gorgeous white leather, superbly em¬ 
broidered, a moat elaborate ceremony 
celebrated the event. 

Great Britain Ls equally particular 
about the forms to be observed when 
an heir apparent to the throne is born. 
One of the first things done when the 
birth is Imminent Is to summon the 
great Ministers of State to the palace 
that they may be In attendance to re¬ 
ceive the lnfarnt prince Immediately 
After his arrival. 

Thus, when King Edward was born 
at Buckingham Palace, the Lord Stew- 
artl, tho Lord Chamberlain, the Master 
of the Horse, the famous Duke of Wel¬ 
lington. and the Bishop of London were 
all assembled In an adjoining room. As 
»xin as the young prince was born he 
was carried Into the presence of these 
great officers of £*ta*e, to whom a dec¬ 
laration was made that the little Infant 
was the lawful son of Queen Victoria. 

Many rites ore also associated with the 
birth of an heir apparent to the House 
of Hohenzollem, of which the German 
Emperor Is the chief. When his little 
grandson was born last year, the fa¬ 
mous cradle In which the heirs of the 
family have been nursed for over two 
hundreds of years was looked out. This 
cradle, which ls made of black oak. Is 
an object of superstitious wondei^ * or lt 
is claimed that it protects the baby 
prince from convulsions and other ail¬ 
ments of Infancy. 

Another interesting custom associated 
with the family of the German Em¬ 
peror Is that the name of the Infant 
must not be made public until the child 
has been actually christened. 

Fo strictly Is the secret guarded that 
last year, when King Edward, who Is 
one of the godfathers of the Kaiser’s 
grandson, wished to learn the name of 
the imperial Infant, that he might have 
it engraved on the cup which he pro- 
p<*»©d to present to the child, his proxy 
a* Berlin, Prince Christian, was unable 
to find it out until the baptismal service 
wm over.

HOOKER'S WILL. 


Buffalo, X. Y.. April 13.—United 
State* Attorney Baas to-day received 
a letter from Attorney Bonaparte at 
Washington in reference to the bequest 
of the late Copt. James H. Hooker, of 
Irondequoit, near Rochester, to the 
United States of practically all of his 
property, valued at about $200,000.

WITH WHITE AND BLACK. 


Statement By Mr. Mcllheney Regard¬ 
ing Function of the Civil Serv¬ 
ice Commission. 


Washington, April 13.—Civil Stvvlce 
Comnilaslouer Mcllheney, who is a 
Southerner and a Democrat, is enter¬ 
ing upon what ho terms a campaign 
of education in the South in regard to 
the function and character of the com¬ 
mission. He found that one of t!*» 
greatest difficulties in securing efficient 
service for the Government in the 
b'outh was the fact that the white peo¬ 
ple have conceived the Idea that that 
service 1* meant especiaJJy for the ne¬ 
groes, and as a comequeftwe, when an 
examination for positions is held it is 
generally attended largely by negroes, 
the proportion often being ten to one 
This condition is not regarded by 
tlve commission as wholesome, und 
Commissioner Mcllheney has set him¬ 
self strenuously to counteract it. While 
in Louisiana recenDy he conferred with 
the State authorities and add>ra.-*el the 
State Teachers' Association, exp alning 
the situation, with the result that ho 
secured a promise that a course should 
be established in th<^ schools looking 
to the preparation or applicants for 
civil service employment. He also 
found that there was a feeling that 
only Republicans couli secinv positions 
under the Government, regardless of 
the law. and found opportunity to cor¬ 
rect this view. 

We are not seeking to dboredit the 
negro," he said in dincus^drvg the mat¬ 
ter. "but rather to set the white* right. 
We want to correct erroneous opin!o::s 
an 1 to administer the law Impartially 
to all. white and black, Democrats and 
Republicans."

But it was 
not until the present occupants came to 
the White House that the custom of 
making presents of this character be¬ 
gan to assume extensive proportions. 
Tills Is due, probably, to the President's 
known love of ©verythRig )**rtalnlng to 
natural history, and to the further fact 
that he Is a great hunter. His bent In 
this direction Is handed down to his 
children. 

| The gifts to the White House in re¬ 
cent years Include aJmost every Amer¬ 
ican small animal capable of bring do¬ 
mesticated. With few exceptions they 
have been sent to the Zoological Park, 
there to become a part of the great 
national collection. 

Gifts of amlmab from friends in for¬ 
eign countries are not at all infrequent. 
Only recently the President received 
from King Mciuelik. of Abyssinia, an 
Arabian zebra and two ostriches. Th«*e 
non now be seen at the Zoological Park, 
where they have attracted wide atten¬ 
tion.

A wild f erair.ble was ma !e to capture 
thorn by the attendants, bpt their train¬ 
ing on the plains of tjie Sunflower 
State stood them well, and they left 
their pursuers practically at the post. 
Reaching G street, at Twelfth, they 
separated, one going east and the other 
west, both through busy and crowded 
thoroughfares.

Death** exceeded births by eight last 
week. Ten persons succumbed to pneu¬ 
monia. seven to Bright's disease, five to 
paralysis, three to typhoid fever, two to 
measles, two to diphtheria and six to tu¬ 
berculosis. The total number of deaths 
was seventy-nine. Only seventyiono ba¬ 
bies were born in Louisville during the 
week. 

Of those who died thirty-seven were 
males and forty-two were females; slxty- 
two .were white and seventeen were col¬ 
ored. Of the new babies thirty-five were 
males and thirty-six w*rc females; sixty- 
six were white and five were colored. 

One person committed suicide during 
the week, one person died as the result of 
hums and scalds and another came to his 
death by Inhaling poisonous gases.

’’One of the peculiar features of India 
Is the requirement to maintain a large 
staff of servants if you desire to appear 
as a man of any sort of degree. You 
ought -to have at least fifteen or six¬ 
teen. You con get that many about as 
cheap as you can two or three. 

“When a servant enters your employ 
he wants to know before making terms, 
whether ho will be permitted to place 
the orders for supplies. You see, he 
gets a commission from the shopkeep¬ 
ers. I found it cheaper to make thai 
concession than to attempt to purcha-- 
things myself. 

“Each servant has hta own particular 
to look after, and will not 
raise Ms hand to do any part of an¬ 
other servant’s work. If you suddenly 
remember that you have left your pipe 
In on the table and request the Lord 
High Chamberlain of your heutet to 
bring you that pipe he won’t go near it.

I remember 
In leaving one of these Central India 
inns I was waited upon by a guard 
composed of something like twelve 
dark colored servitors.

Long. 


SUCCESS OF SUCH NARRATIVES 
DEFENDS PARTLY ON READER. 


SOME CANNOT BE INTE RESTED 
IN THE GREWSOME. 


BULWER SCARED THACKERAY, 


Shelley started up and ran out of the 
room. **The physician and Lord Byron 
followed and discovered him leaning 
against a mantelpiece with cold drops 
of perspiration trickling down his 
face.” They gave hm "something to 
refresh him,” and he explained that his 
imagination had greatly Improved upon 
that of Coleridge, conceiving a very 
horrid detail, remote from the inten¬ 
tion of the author of “Chrlstabel.” If 
the public were all Shelleys, nothing 
could be easier than the task of the 
writer of ghost stories. His work would 
be done for him beforehand In tho 
minds of his readers; and his effect 
would be obtained long before he 
reached his conclusion. That to which 
the narrative of the Fat Boy tended 
wns not apt to strike abnormal terror. 
What he “see In this very arbor last 
night” wn* Mr. Tupman ”a kissin’ and 
hoggin* Miss Rachel, and her a kissin* 
of him again.”

QUESTIONS STATUS 
OF BOND RECORDER 


f. HUNTER ROSS' ELECTION AT¬ 
TACKED AS NOT LEGAL. 


BUT JUDGE KIRBY HOLDS HIM 
DE FACTO OFFICER. 


ALSO REFUSES INJUNCTION. 


A decision which does not disturb. 
the actual existence of the office of 
bond recorder, but seriously calls into 
question its legal status, was delivered 
yesterday by Judge Kirby at Jont ses- 
slon in the case *>f Magistrate Ed 
O’Connor against J. Hunter Ross, the 
incumbent of the office. Magistrate 
O'Connor contends for the right to give 
boll bonds himself and attacks Mr. 
Rocs’ right to do so upon the conten¬ 
tion that he wits riot elected accord¬ 
ing to law. and thot the office was 
created In violation of the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

The plaintiff hnd asked an injunction 
to prevent Mr. Ross from discharging 
tho duties of his office. The plaintiff 
contends thait Ross, as a city officer, 
should have been either elected by the 
people of the city or appointed by the 

f >roper municipal authority, but that 
nstead he wa«* chosen by the Circuit 
Judges, who are district officers, and 
have nothing to do with the municipal 
government in their official capacities. 

Judge Kirby held that he had no 
right to enjoin Mr. Roiis iri the dis¬ 
charge of his duty because he was a 
do facto officer, and whether his elec¬ 
tion was rightful or not In accord with 
the statute, he could not he displaced 
by such a proceeding as had been in¬ 
stituted by O’Connor. Furthermore, vq 
long as he held the office, be was en¬ 
titled to its fees. Tho only method 
by which such an action may be pruijjfe. 
tained is in the name of th** Common¬ 
wealth or by some person who lays 
claim to the office.

But a new era has 
come. An element of Republicans be¬ 
lieving In the cardinal principles of the 
partv has risen In revolt. They are what 
is called to-day the progressive wing. 
The main flght they have waged with 
the conservatives has been over the in¬ 
terference of corporations, especially 
the railroads, in politics. In Wisconsin. 
Iowa, Nebraska and elsewhere the 
party has been split In twain on the 
issue. The railroads controlled the Re¬ 
publican machine once In ail those 
States. Cummins In Iowa, La Follette 
In Wisconsin, Mickey and others In Ne¬ 
braska waged the war upon them In 
the States which the President has 
done in the nation. The progressive 
Republicans are as advanced in their 
ideas on railroad* and other corpora¬ 
tions as the Democrats. It is question¬ 
able whether the party Will ultimately 
prove to be large ‘enough to shelter 
such'divergent wings, which hate each 
other with every possible bitterness. 
The next presidential campaign may be 
too soon for the *plit, though from 
present indications there is a strong 
possibility that the Republican nominee | 
will face conditions similar to those 
under which Mr. Bryan contested in 
1396. 
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Time For Readjustment. 


Pome of the thoughtful political lead¬ 
ers who ar** deep students also believe 
thnt the time has arrived for a re* 
idjustment of both political parties 
They do no* think it Is very far off. 
For ail other issues, such as the tariff, 
currency and expansion are rapidly 
giving way to the greater one, defined 
some time ago by Mr. Watterson in 
this paper, as revolving around wealth 
created by privileges. The time Is rap¬ 
idly approaching when political parties 
will have‘to do more than put planks 
in their platforms on the subject. The 
present wave of radicalism has made 
public the records and views of the 
party leaders on the subject, (f the 
oon 6 ervatlves should control the next 
Republican National Convention and 
write the platform, that It would Injure 
the party for the radical leaders to sup¬ 
port It on the Issues of railroads and 
trusts goes without saying, and vice 
versa. 

As a consequence. Republicans here 
think that the foes of the President will 
rot oppose his railroad legislation in 
the coming session,of Congress if it Is 
not too radical so as to pave the way 
for the tariff as an issue. This is one 
subject on which ail members of the 
party are able to stand together. There 
Is no doubt, however, but what the next 
Republican plank will differ from the 
past ones on the subject. Massachu¬ 
setts and the Middle West may be held 
responsible. While affirming adherence 
to the principle of protection, there Is 
apt to be a plank favoring th* reduc¬ 
tion of duty on any commodity con¬ 
trolled by a monopoly. It Is known 
that President McKinley approved the 
plank in the Iowa platform which 
favored a revision of those schedules 
affording shelter to monopoly and this 
will have much weight at the National 

Convention. ,

Henry A. Appling, who has bean 
fighting by means rf an Injunction suit 
to prevent the Kentucky Heating Com¬

As a result cf the long warfare 
between the Louisville (Jos company 
and the Kentucky Heating Company 
the last named corporation is under 
strict orders from the Court of Appeals 
not to sell gas with which Its manufac¬ 
tured product is mixed for Illuminating 
purposes. 

This has been held to be a violation 
of the exclusive privileges of the 
Louisville Gas Company and when 
Appling was found to have been burn¬ 
ing the mixed gas for Illumination the 
Kentucky Heating Company made an 
effort to cut off his supp'y. He applied 
for an Injunction and brought matters 
to a standstill, temporarily, until hlg 
case could be heard. As the main of 
the Louisville Gas Company does not 
run below Thirtieth street on Chestnut 
Appling finds that he Is up against it. 
Judge Kirby dlsmlfsed his petition.

Wa3 Cat To BlameP 

Is it contributory negligence for a 
woman to take fright at a cat and run 
away or to stand her ground and call 
for the police and arouse the nelgnhor- 
hood? This Is the question which 
Judge Gordon will submit to a Jury in 
his court under a ruling delivered by 
him yesterday at joint session. It came 
up In the suit of Margaret Welker 
against J. J. Sullivan and the city. The 
plaintiff asked $5,000 because of dam¬ 
ages she received In falling over ,*i low 
fence In front of the defendant’s prop, 
erty on Rube! avenue between Broad¬ 
way and Breckinridge street. While 
walking along In front of the place at 
night a cat sprang out In front of her 
and she took fright and backing away 
fell over the fence. The defendant 
charges contributory negligence and 
says he should not be held to blame fur 
the actions of a cat which did not be¬ 
long to him or was under his control. 
Judge Gordon permits a jury 'rial In 
order to ascertain whether or not the 
plaintiff was herself negligent and 
brought about, her own injuries. 

Nonresidents Not Liable. 

An Important construction upon that 
portion of the new revenue act faking 
Hen note* and mertgages was given 
yesterday by Judge O’Doherty in the 
back tax proceeding Instituted by Com¬ 
monwealth on the relation of George H. 
Alexander, revenue agent, against the 
Northwestern Life Insurance Company. 
It was sought to make the company 
pay back taxes on notes it holds upon 
a number of real estate mortgages In 
this county. 

Judge O’Doherty held that the suits 
of Intangible personal property is at 
the residence of the holder and that 
any differentiation from this rule would 
work a great hardship upon non-resi¬ 
dent corporations or property holders 
liable for the mortgages. Such taxa¬ 
tion against non-resident corporations, 
he pointed out, would result in a 
wholesale withdrawal of capital from 
the State.

The members of the bar. at Joint ses¬ 
sion yesterday, adopted appropriate 
resolutions upon the death of Maj. H. 
M. Lane, the well-known attorney and 
tax expert, who died recently.

Melodrama. 

Perrons who have the theater-going 
habiL—-judicious and discriminating 
penwos, too—are wont to speak depre¬ 
ciatingly of melodrama. If they witness 
a play that is Intensely absorbing, we 1 ! 
built and swift in movement, and 
whose performance is marked by bril¬ 
liant acting they yet feel called upon 
to apologize for liking it. They throw 
in Ohe remark that “It is melodrama, 
you know,’* as if they dared not ap¬ 
prove. Why do they do this? 
many Judicious and discriminating per- 
s<.ns to-day hail melodrama more cor- 
dloily and Indorse it mote openly than 
Liey did a few years ago; but why 
should anybody ait any time speak 
slightingly of melodrama, providing It 
be sane and human? 

The original melodrama was a pfay 
with music. To-day the word is ap¬ 
plied almost altogether to plays deal¬ 
ing wlt'.i the lives o*f the poor ami with 
primitive emotions. There are frequent 
instances whero you could transform 
melodrama into tragedy by writing the 
lin-s in blank vers^ and making the 
factors personages of^ifatarioal re¬ 
nown. You could transform It into ro¬ 
mantic comedy by arraying the hero In 
doublet and hose and arming him with 
a sword instead of pistol, and dressing 
the heroine in purple and fine linen. 
But because the characters are poor 
folk of to-tfciy, ai>j they feel crudely, 
the melodrama stay *j melodrama and 
is scorned by those who ought to know 
better. 

There are good and bad melodrama, 
as there are good and bad opera or 
g'ood and bad tragedy. There is melo¬ 
drama that rings true to life and pie- 
tun's th? human mind and heart ns 
rirey really are; there is melodrama, on 
the other hand, that is cheap, exag¬ 
gerated, nrtlfi« la! an 1 absurd, with Its 
hercJca t'hut no one In life would ever 
s*“Out and 113 tons of canvas and novel 
machinery which are exploited above 
•ill dilae. The good melodrama is art 
of a superb quality; the bad melo- 
oraina la rubbish. But any work that 
is me urt to be artistic, but is not Is 
rubbish. 

Wlm has done more than anything

: 1 . 7 a n ?t mcl:drama Is cheap acting. The 
frenzied gyrations and tremulous vocifr 
eration of the heroine, the mouthing and

•*"- m cheap. If persons In life carried 
on as do the cheap actors .1 cheap 
melodrama they would soon bo s>. b eet- 
cd to the tesis of a lunacy commission. 

Except for the poeilc drama, w th 1 * 
beauty, nobilLty and Idealism, th ra 
is no higher vehicle for the expression 
of dramatic art thin m iodnama cf the 
Hrst class, and there is none requiring a 
finer mastery of the art of a ting. And 
the day Is hastening when th** major¬ 
ity af theater-goers will recognize the 
fact and will apeak boldly and warmly 
In praise of melodrama. The greatest 
ruocesjfos of recent s asor s have biion 
mck>dm.mcs.

A Common Tenderloin Murder. 

When the Thaw trial was entered 
upon the Courier-Journal comended 
that the crime for which the young 
mllltonnlre was arraigned was merely 
a common tenderloin murder with n 
typical tenderloin woman In the case. 
After hearing the testimony for weeks 
and after henring the brilliant argu¬ 
ments of counsel for both sides the 
Jury reached that conclusion, and the 
disagreement was only upon the ques¬ 
tion of the defendant’s sanity. 

Murder committed because of dif¬ 
ferences between two men over a wo¬ 
man are of daily occurrence. Tim 
Thaw ca*e differed from others only In 
that the two criminals—'the slayer and 
the slain—were wealthy and prominent, 
and the woman in the r tjp was beauti¬ 
ful. and had at one time been on the 
stag? In the capacity of a “show girl” 
whose function was that of wearing 
handewme gowns, dancing a few steps 
to the right and to the left, and ff 
few steps forward and backward, and 
getting $50 bills in bunches of violets. 

The trial developed* a sensational 
feature in the "confession" of Mrs. 
Thaw. That was due to the stage¬ 
craft of Mr. Delmaa. of California. 
How much was truth and how much 
fabrication may never.be known. The 
probabilities are that at least enough 
vras true for the statement to have 
contained no substantial slander of 
Stanford White. Of that distinguished 
New Yorker it may be said; 

"DM Abner as the fool die;h.” 

He may not have been the ogre hu 
was paflnited by the young woman wh > 
testified as to her relations with him, 
but, however we may disagree as to 
♦the degree of his guilt, there enn be no 
question us to hm having led a life 
that tended logically toward a violent 
end, and* to hold hts executioner guilty 
of murder is no^ to seek to palliate the 
offenses of the victim. 

The essential difference from the 
spectator’s point of view, between the 
Thaw trial and many others resulting 
from the same crime, originating In tho 
same causes, was that it possessed a 
theatrical element not common to such 
trials. With a millionaire defendant, 
a venerable heart-broken mother, a 
girlish-looking, hut much-experienced

The resignation of Mr. John W. 
Yerkes as Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue will bo a surprise to his 
friends and tho public generally from 
the rarity with which such refutation 
is given to Mr. Jefferson’s remark as 
to public officers, “of whom few die 
and none resign." His position at 
Washington ever since his appointment 
as Commissioner by President McKin¬ 
ley in December, 1&00. has been one bf 
prominence and Influence In the coun¬ 
cils of bln party.

The friends of both parties In Ken¬ 
tucky wifi regret his change of resi¬ 
dence. In 1D00 he was the Republican 
candidate for Governor, and could 
easily have conwnanded the nomination 
for the same honor In the coming No¬ 
vember election. 


An Operetta and History. 

Twenty years ago that frolicsome and 
Jlogllng operetta, "The Mikado." by 
Gilbert and Sullivan, was entertaining 
the English and American people. I s 
Japanese atmosphere was novel; its 
humor captivating and Its burlesque of 
the Japanese Emperor highly divert¬ 
ing.

A 
nation which was a toy twenty years 
ago Is a serious proposition to-day; a 
ruler who was as grotesquely comical 
and Impotent twenty years ago as any 
other potentate In the royal family of 
operatic farce is a monarch of power 
and esteem to-day. It would not do 
to revive “The Mikado."

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PLAN OF ACTION 


Being Prepared In Four¬ 
teenth-Street Matter. 


DEFINITE STEP TO BE RECOM¬ 
MENDED TO NEXT COUNCIL. 


BRIDGE COMPANY MAY BECOME 
TENANT OF CITY. 


ORDINANCE MAY BE REPEALED 


Definite action relative to the Four¬ 
teenth street matter. Involving the 
right of the Louisville Bridge Com¬ 
pany to occupy with Its tracks Four¬ 
teenth street likely will be taken at 
the next meeting of the General Coun¬ 
cil. Dr. W. W. Barnes, chairman of 
the committee which submitted to the 
upper board some time ago a report 
to the effeot that the bridge company 
Is occupying Fourteenth street without 
any legal right whatever, said yester¬ 
day that he had consulted with Mayor 
Paul C. Barth and Judge A. E. Rich¬ 
ards. City Attorney, and that they 
would agree upon some line of action 
before the next regular meeting of the 
General Council. 

It is likely that Dr. Bamee will In¬ 
troduce a resolution providing for the 
repeal of the ordinance which granted 
to the bridge company the right to 
place its tracks along Fourteenth 
street, after which negotiations be¬ 
tween the city and the bridge company 
may be entered Into whereby the 
bridge company may continue to oc¬ 
cupy Fourteenth street, provided it 
pays the city an annual rental for the 
use of same. 

• • • 

Repeal First Step. 


In his opinion bearing on the report 
submitted by Dr. Barnes to the Board 
of Aldermen, Judge Richards set forth 
that before any steps could be taken 
looking toward ouster proceedings 
against the Louisville Bridge Company, 
or negotiations by which the city might 
derive an annual rental for the use of 
the street. It would first be necessary 
to repeal the ordinance which origin¬ 
ally granted to the bridge company 
the use of Fourteenth street. 

Dr. Barnes originally was in favor 
of instituting ouster proceedings 
against the bridge company, and later, 
If the courts decided in favor of the 
city, to have prepared an ordinance 
creating a franchise for the use of 
Fourteenth street and selling the fran¬ 
chise to the highest bidder. Dr. Barn«\a 
is of the opinion that such a franchise 
would b« worth at least *1.000,000. Judge 
Richards, however, has ar that 

the business interest t Louisville 
would suffer If the brli ge company 
was compelled to remove Its tracks 
from Fourteenth street, as such a step 
would deprive the big manufacturing 
establishments along that street of 
their switching facilities. 

Dr. Barnes said yesterday that po 
definite date had hem fixed for sn¬ 
ot hSr conference between himself, 
Mayor Barth and Judge A. E. Rich¬ 
ards regarding the Fourteenth street 
matter, but that he hoped t, have out 
lined a definite plan of procedure be 
tween this and the next meeting of 
the General Council.

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O IHt beautiful and growing city 
has but a poor reputation as a 
musical center, but like “The 
Girl of the Golden West," \*e 
are reaching out, and with the May 
Music Festival about to burst upon us 
in April, and with the Knoise] Quar¬ 
tet and tho Weber's band! concert all 
to come in the same week, we are not 
only reaching out, but are actually 
grasping a new credit for appreciation 
of things musical. 

As a preparation for the nights that 
are to be filled with music and that 
are fast approaching, tho gentle folk 
of society may read the following 
article frocn a New York paper with 
some degree of Interest- It U tilled 
with suggestion to say the least: 

The National Society of Musical Thera¬ 
peutics turned out about twenty-five 
strong in tho studio of Mrs. Charlotte Bab¬ 
cock tn Carnegie Hall last night to discuss 
and demonstrate by experiment the ef- 
foct* of music on the psychic betas and 
the lights, the livers and the lungs. Miss 
Lva Augusta Vcaceliu*. who founded the 
society in 1903 and is still its president, 
presided, and papers were read by Drs. 
Ralph Grace. Samuel G. Tracy and W. 
R. u. Latson before the experiments were 
begun. The physicians, who are u 11 quito 
young and prepossessing, discussed the 
tpplo, “The Influence of Music Upon tho 
Pulse.** 

Miss Vescelius made a little speech as 
a starter, wherein she quoted certain 
writers to the effect that musical vibra¬ 
tions have remedial eftects. Once they 
cured n case of “screaming fits,'* "they 
stimulate digestion, promote nutrition, act 
as a sedative, increase the blood pres¬ 
sure," and consequently the day is rap¬ 
idly coming when no well regulated hos¬ 
pital will be without a doctor of music on 
its staff. Miss Vescelius says further In 
u little booklet sho distributed that "music 
powerfully Influences the emotions, irre¬ 
spective of nationality or creed." 

A woman dressed all in biack and sur¬ 
mounted by a black picture hat sang to 
the acoompuniment of a piano and the 
vibrations of passing trolley cars that: 

I want no stars In Heaven to goo-yldo meh 
When I look In your dear eyes. 

A tall. Mephlstopbellan barytone said he 
was "wooring awa* to the land of the 
loai," and there were soprano, ‘cello, 
violin ond contralto solos following this 
u> heighten tho heart action of those pres¬ 
ent. 

One physician held the hand of a little 
gray-gowned lady in one corner, while 
another hold the hand of one gowned in 
black In another corner. Before this each 
physician had previously held the indies' 
pulses out In tnc corridor, and had then 
marked the h*art beats on a scientific 
score card. The game was to find out the 
difference between the final score® tabu¬ 
lated first in the silent corridor and then 
In tho musically vibrating studio. 

Both doctors won. Dr. Traqy announced 
that his subject's pulse had Hit up an In¬ 
creased pace of fourteen beats while 
listening to a girl in white sing a wait* 
MDng. but that the heart begun to back 
pedal with a lose of four beats during the 
rendition of Handel's I>argo. On the other 
hand. J>r Grace found the person In black 
gained ten beats no matter wnat was 
played. No time was taken out because 
of fluctuations during sour notes. 

The doctors had no particular deduc¬ 
tions to make after the experiments. They 
said thAt the tests were not fair, inas¬ 
much os the different selections followed 
one another too rapidly. The principal 
scientific bombshell of the evening came 
wh*n Miss Vescelius quoted some author¬ 
ity ns saying that music might cure some 
cases of alcoholism- From statistics gath¬ 
ered biter from several hend waiters In 
town who are constantly making studies 
In restaurants where there Is music it was 
learned that In this respect science still 
has to be shown.

The Committee on Reference and 
Counsel, a permanent body which was 
formed at the conference of Foreign 
Mission Boards at a meeting in Phila¬ 
delphia in January, has issued a cir¬ 
cular letter to all the churches It repre¬ 
sents. calling their attention to tho 
centenmlaJ celebration of the establish¬ 
ment of Protestant missions in China, 
to be held in Shanghai at the end of 
this month, and asking that in ail the 
churches Sunday, April 21. be observed 
n« a special day of prayer for the mis¬ 
sions in China, and of celebration for 
the progress of the past hundred years 

Four of the nine members of the 
• ommittee, the Rev. Dr. W. R Lam- 
buth, of the Methodist Church. South; 
the Rev. Dr A. S. Lloyd, of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church; the Rev, 
Dr James L. Rarton, of the American 
Board, and the Rev. ^r. Alexander 
Sutherland, of the Methodist Church in 
Canada, are to attend the celebration in 
Shanghai, and they have been named a 
special committee to report on the gen¬ 
eral situation In China, the consequent 
responsibility of the home churches, 
nnd any modifications of policy that 
may be needed. 

The general range of the work of the 
Committee on Reference and Counsel, 
which represent* the foreign mission 
organizations of the Congregational, 
Baptist. Presbyterian, Methodist. Re¬ 
formed. Methodist, South; Episcopal. 
Moravian and Canadian Methodist 
churches, is to make suggestions re¬ 
garding unoccupied fields, to negotiate 
with government*, to consider question* 
arising on the mission field between the 
missions of different boards, to consider 
questions referred to it by the hoards, 
and to take originai action in matters 
requiring immediate attention. The 
committee ha* no authority In any way 
to interfere in the internal adminis¬ 
tration of any board or society, nor has 
it authority, unsolicited, to art as ar¬ 
biter In any differences which may 
arise. The Rev. Dr. Arthur J Brown, 
of the Presbyterian Board, i* chairman 
of the committee, and the Rev. Dr. H. 
K. Carroll, of the Methodist Foreign

Said To Have Exceeded Presbyterian 
Assembly’s Instructions. 

Temperance promises to be a matter 
of discord in tih* Presbyterian Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, which I* to meet next 
month in Columbus. O. The trouble 
arise* from the fact that the Assem¬ 
bly's Committee on Temperance ha* 
during the year been endeavoring to 
form. Indeed It has formed, an inter¬ 
denominational temperance organiza¬ 
tion w lhch i* called the Iivter-cthUTch 
Temperance Conference. I't 1* alleged 
by some leading Presbyterians that the 
committee hod no right to form *uoh 
an organization, being merely em¬ 
powered by the General Assembly to 
work In harmony with temperance 
<omm1tt**s of other religious bodle*. 
That there will be an effort made in 
the coming General Assembly to take 
tho members of the ComnYl t tee on Tem¬ 
perance to task there seem* no doubt. 

It I* alleged by those who oppose the 
action* of the committee that the or¬ 
ganization w r hich It ha* effected Has 
defeated it* own purpose, because it 
ha* raised up a body which is. in tbe 
popular mind at least. In opposition to 
the Anti-Saloon League. The last- 
named organization is a political rather 
than a religious organization, although 
most of K* leader* are clergymen. Its 
fronds point to effective work which 
ihev say it has done, and they are also 
now' pointing to some Instance* where 
Its efforts have been nullified. It Is al¬ 
leged, by act* of the Presbyterian Com- 
nfittee. The Pennsylvania local option 
fight 1* cited a* a case in point. 

The committee Strenuously defends 
Its action*, and point* to the fact that 
Methodists. Me*thodi*t Protestant*. Lu¬ 
theran*. Friends. UnlrersaJists. Con* 
gregationallsts. United Brethren. Evan¬ 
gelicals. United and Reformed Presby¬ 
terians all Have standing committees on 
temperance, and that these committees 
may u'ork in harmony and avoid dupli¬ 
cation of effort and organization wa* 
called for. It declares that It 1* not 
the purpose of the new organization to 
enter politics, stating such course to 
be "Impropor for the church.” and de¬ 
nies any purpose to interfere with the 
work of the Anti-Saloon League. No

COLORED EPISCOPAL BISHOPS. 

Their Appointment Now Cause of 
Discussion Inside Church. 

Protestant Episcopal Church leaders 
are warmly discussing a proposition to 
elect one or more colored men to the 
episcopate. In order that they may have 
charge of parishes made up of colored 
people. The negro question in the Epis. 
copal Church Is declared nut to be a 
large one. since that church has but 
few colored communicants when com¬ 
pared with the vast numbers that are 
either Me.hodtots or Baptists Episco¬ 
palian* have two colored schools, one 
at Lawreneevtlle, Vn.. and the other at 
It a lei eh. N. C.. that compare favorably 
with Tuskegeo and Hampton, even If 
not as well known. 

Scattered through the dioceses, with 
one. generally speaking. In each prin¬ 
cipal city, there are parishes of col¬ 
ored people, and there arc in most of 


the Eastern and Southern diocese? a 
handful of colored clergymen. !n somVy 
of these dioceses, notably in Arkansas, 
separate convention* ha\;e been ar- 
rajtged for the colored c lergy, in ord* r 
both to separate them from the white 
clergy and delegate*, auid to give the 
colored men a * ha nee to speak and bo 
heard It is reported that the plan 
works well wherever ft has been trl* «I. 

Now the proposition to elect and con¬ 
secrate a colored priest to the ofllo* .»f 
bishop—that goes a long way, so th©

It I* 
a difficult problem, in the opinion of 
EpiscopaJ leaders. Indications seem to 
be that while there may be a lively 
debate on the question in the General 
Conference to he held In Richmond *n 
October, no colored man will be ele¬ 
vated to the episcopate. Not a few 
conference* have recently been held 
concerning the matter. The name* of 
no men have been mentioned for th© 
position.

London audience* get angry at a 
performance that doesn't entertain and 
become savage mobs of abusive on¬ 
slaught. New York audiences pity, for¬ 
gave and never maltreat; but they do 
try to get fun out of the fiasco. Il went 
that way w'itih “The Lilac Room." 
Amelia figured in the play as a peace¬ 
maker. mending everything that she 
saw broken, from a leaky roof to a 
sundered pair of hearts, yet it looked 
merely ludicrous; .she caught every¬ 
thing that she saw running danger¬ 
ously loose, from a brace of counter¬ 
feiters to an eligible bachelor, yet It 
had no aspects save those of absurdity; 
and the suffering* of Amelia on the 
rack of derision were acute. May Ir¬

M 


S your highness Insists, it !■ 
my pleasure to make my 
poor meaning plain to your 
highness* ears. If I know 
what happened, Cot MacKay, reaching 
the highest quarter by the back stair, 
persuaded your highness to give him 
the colonelcy, although It In honor be¬ 
longed to another officer, and I submit 
to your highness’ Judgment that It was 
you who should have flicked him with 
your cane. Col. MacKay has done John 
Graham of Claverhouse less Injury in 
disappointing him of htB regiment, 
though It haa been a grievous daah, 
than In Inducing your highness to break 
your promise.” And Claverhouse, whose 
last word had fallen In smoothness like 
honey from the comb, and In venom 
like the poison of a serpent, looked the 
Prince straight In the face, and then 
bow T ed most lowly. 

“You are, I Judge. Capt. Graham, re¬ 
calling a certain happening at the Bat¬ 
tle of Sineffe, when you rendered Im¬ 
portant service to me, and.

Have I your highness* permls- 
alon to leave your presence, * and to 
tnake arrangements for my departure 
from The Hague?” 

Claverhouse spoke with an exaggerat¬ 
ed accent of respect, but the words 
were so stinging that William's eyes, 
for on instant only, flashed fire, and 
the alde-deoamp in the room made a 
step forward as If to arrest the Scots 
officer.

Whether It was worthy of your cour- ( 
tesy to offer an Insult to one who can¬ 
not defend himself, I shall leave you to 
your own arbitrament* when you be¬ 
think yourself In other hours of this 
situation. I pray you be silent. 1 have 
not finished. My Intention Is to trout 
your words as If they had never been 
spoken. Tho officer in attendance has 
learned better than to blaze abroad 
anything that happens In this place, 
and you will do as It pleases yourself, 
and Is becoming to your honor as a 
gentleman. I have no fear of you. You 
are a brave man whatever else you be; 
you will do me the Justice of believing* 
I am another” Claverhouse remem¬ 
bered this was the first moment that 
he had felt any kindness to the Prince 
of Orange. 

”My reason for dealing with you aft¬ 
er this fashion Is that you have some 
cause to complain of Injustice, and to 
think that the good help you gave has 
been forgotten, because I have not said 
anything nor done anything. This Is 
not so. for I have not been certain how 
I could best recompense you. When a 
moment ago I spoke of you as not fit 
for promotion. I did you injustice, for, 
though there be some heat In you, 
there Is far more capacity, and I take 
it you will have high command some 
day." The last few words were spoken 
with a slight effort, and Graham, when 
in his better mood the most magnani¬ 
mous of men. was suddenly touched by 
the remembrance of the Prince’s sta¬ 
tion and ability, his courage and severi¬ 
ty. and his grace In making this amend 
to one who had spoken rudely to him. 
Claverhouse would have responded, but 
was again silent In obedience to a sign 
from the Prince. 

“bet me say plainly. Mr. Graham, 
that you are a soldier whom any com¬ 
mander will be glad to enroll for life 
service In hla army, but’*—and here hli

“It Is not given to man to lift the 
veil that hides the future, but we can 
season with ourselves els to w’hat Is 
likely, and guide our course by thLs 
faint llghL I have advices from Scot¬ 
land, and I know that tho day will 
come, though it may not be yet. when 
there will be a great division In that 
land and the shedding of blood. Were 
you and I both In your country when 
that day cornea, you. Mr. Graham, 
would draw your sword on one side 
and I on the other. 

"We may never cross one another in 
the unknown days, but each man must 
be true to the light which C»od has 
given him. Col. MacKay will fulfill his 
calling In our army and on our side; 
in some other army and for another 
side you will follow your destiny. It Is 
seldom I speak at such length; now I 
have only one other word to say before 
I give you the day farewell. 

"Mr. Graham, I know what you think 
of me as clearly os If you had spoken.

H w^is known by this time in the 
army and, indeed, throughout Europe, 
that William of Orange was g>ing to 
wed the Princess Mary who was the 
daughter of the Duke of York, the King 
or England’s brother, and likeiv to be 
herself the daughter of an English sov¬ 
ereign. For certain reasons It <^emed 
nn unlikely nnd Incongruous alliance 
for even In the end of 1677 when the 
marriage took place, anyone with pres¬ 
cience could foresee that there would 
be a wide rift between the politics of 
the Duke of York when he became King 
and those of W’HIlnm. nnd eren then 
there must have been some who eitri 
w ar off the co » fl!c i which ended m 
William and Mary succeeding Jnme* 
upon the throne of England. Th<*r»? 
were many envied Ci« v erhou*e when it 
C;ime out th^t he was to be a member 
of the Prince's suite, end be nuroctnted 
with the Prlne^’s most dtMlnguished 
courtiers. But be carried hints* -If. upon 
the whole with such gractousness and 
g'rilantr) that hls brother officers con 


gratulated him on every hand, and 
feasted him so lavishly before he left 
that certain of his own comrades of the 
Prince’s guard were laid aside from 
duty for several days. It wax to the 
credit of both men that on the morning

Hla 
friends could trust William, but no one 
could trust James; while William could 
make immense sacrifices for hls cause 
Janies could wreck his cause by an 
amazing blindness and a foolish grasp¬ 
ing at the shadow of power. If anyone 
desired a master under whom he would 
be led to victory, and by whom hn 
would never be put to shame, a master 
who might not praise him effusively, 
but would never betray him. then let 
him, as he valued hls life and his ca¬ 
reer. refuse James and cleave to Wil¬ 
liam. But It Is not given to a man to 
choose hls cre<*d, far legs hls destiny, and 
Claverhouse was never to have fortune 
on hls side. It was to be hls lot rather 
to be hindered at every turn w here he 
should have been helped and to run hi* 
race alone with many weights nnd over 
the roughest ground. 

“Your Highness has of vour courtesy 
allowed me to present in public au¬ 
dience the officers who have come with 
me from The Hague," said the Prince 
of Orange to James, "and now I have 
the pleasure to specially Introduce this 
gentleman who was lately a captain In 
my cavalry, and wiio some while ago 
rendered me the last service one man 
can do for another. Had It not been for 
his presence of mind nnj) bravery of 
action. I had not the supreme honor of 
w’alting to-day upon your Highness, and 
the prospect of felicity before me. May 
I. with the utmost zeal toward him and 
the most profound respect toward your 
Highness, recommend to your service 
Mr. Graham, of C^verhouse. wiio dis¬ 
tinguished himself on many fields of 
battle, and w’ho Is a fine gentleman and 
a brave offerer fit for any post, civil or 
military. 1 will only say one thing 
more; he belongs to the same house as 
the Marquis of Montrose and has In him 
the same spirit of loyalty.” 

Claverhouse, overcome by the re¬ 
membrance of the past. Is stirred to 
the heart, and oan hardly make hls rev¬ 
erence for emotion. As he kisses Jamear 
hand he registers a vow w’hlch he was 
to keep with hls life. And when he has 
left the presence of the I>uke, the Prince 
of Orange said to ClaVorhouse’s new* 
master; “You have. sir. obtained a ser¬ 
vant who will be faithful unto death; I 
make hlin over to vnu with confidence 
and with regret. This day. I believe, 
he will begin the w'ork to which he has 
been called, nnd so far as a man can 
he will finish It.”

BOOK II—CHAPTER I. 

A Covenanting House. 

T HE glory of Paisley Cftatle has long 
departed, but It was a brave and 
well-furnished house In the late spr ng 
of 1684, to which this story now move?. 
The primroses were blooming In shel¬ 
tered nooks, where the keen east wind— 
the curse and the strength oft Scotland 
—could not blight them, and the sun 
had them for hls wooing; there, were 
signs of foliage on the trees as the buds 
began to burgeon, and send a shimmer 
of green along the branches; the grass, 
reviving after winter, was showing Its 
first freshness, and the bare earth took 
a softer bolor in the caressing sunlight. 
The birds had taken heart again and 
were seeking for their mates, some 
were already building their summer 
homes. Life is one throughout the 
world, and the stirring of spring In the 
roots of the grass and In the trunks of 
the trees touches also human hearts 
and wakes them from thely winter. Ti*e 
season of hope, which was softening the 
clods of the field, and gentling the 
rough, massive walls of the castle, were 
also making tender the uustere face of 
a Covenanting minister standing in o ie 
of the deep window recesses of what 
was called In Scots’ houses of that day 
the gallery, and what was a long and 
magnificent upper hall, adorned wiih 
arms und tapestry. He was looking 
out upon the woods that stret« hod to 
the silver water of the Clyde, then a. 
narrow* and undeveloped river, and to 
the far-away hills of the Argyllshire, 
within which lay the mystery of the 
Highlands. Henry Pollock had been 
born of a Cavalier and Episcopalian 
family, with blood as loyal as that of 
Claverhouse; he had been brought up 
amid what the Covenanters called ma¬ 
lignant surroundings, and had* been 
taught to regard the Marquis of Mont¬ 
rose as the first of Scotsmen and the 
most heroic of maxtyrs. Although the 
senior of Claverhouse by two years, 
he had been with him at St. Andrew’s 
University, and knew him well, but, in 
spite of hls heredity. Pollock had ever 
carried a more open mind than Graham. 
During hls university days he had 
heard the saint and scholar of the 
Covenant. Samuel Rutherford. who 
was principal and professor In 
the university and a most dis¬ 
tinguished preacher of ^Is day In 
Scotland.

Hls name was a repr >arh 
among Pollock’s friends, and Poilvk 
began with no sympathy toward Ruth¬ 
erford’s opinions, but the lad’s soul 
was stirred when, in th* college 
chapel of St. Andrew's and also In the 
parish kirk where Rutherford was 
colleague with that servant of the Lord 
Mr. BlaJr, he listened to Rutherford 
upon the love of Goa and the loveli¬ 
ness of Christ. One day he was pres¬ 
ent, standing obscure among a mass 
of townsfolk, when Rutherford, after 
making a tedious argument on the con¬ 
troversies of the day which had a 1 - 
most driven Pollock from th*» Kl:k. 
came across the name of Christ and 
then, carried away out of hls course 
a* by a magnet, began to rehear e the 
titles of the Lord Jesus till a Scots 
noble seated In the kirk cried out; 
"Hold you there. Rutherford .*’ And 
Pol look was tempted to say “Amen *• 
With hls side he resented the Cove¬ 
nanting regime, because It frowned on 
gayetv and enforced* tTu- hateful cove¬ 
nant, but even then th^ law wished 
that hls side had profiler* to be com¬ 
pared with Rutherford nnd Rialr. an 1 
the words of Rutherrord lay hidden I > 
his heart. When the Pr* oration earn* 
he flung up bis cap with the r #n o' 
them, and drank only too many hei’t n 
to King Charles. For n wh'le ho was 
Intoxicate with the Triumph of the 
Restoration, but there was a vein of 
seriousness In him as well ns candor, 
and as the years passed and the peo¬ 
ple were still drinking, nnd as th* 
tyranny of Cromwell gave place to the 
brutality of the Infamous crew. Lnu- 
dv'rdale, the renog^de, and others, who 


lot with the Covenanters of the west 
of Scotland. Being a lad of parts with 
competent scholarship, and having 
given every pledge of sincerity, 
he was studying theology In Holland, 
while Claverbouae wm* fighting In the 
army o l the PrliK*e. and he wa* there 
ordulneri to the ministry of the kirk. 
When one has passed through so thor¬ 
ough a charge, % «nd sacrificed every¬ 
thing which is nvoet dear for his «v>n- 
vkitlons. he l* certain to be a ro»>t and 
branch man. and to Ring himself with¬ 
out rvaerve, perhaps also. alas, without 
moderation, into the service of hi* new 
cause. Pollock was not of thit piny 
In the kirk wh>kh wvia wiliin *o t ike 
an Indulgence at the hands of e Gov- 
fmnv.r.< arvd minister qitleriy In their 
parishes, on condition that they gave 
no trouble to the bishops. He would 
take no oaths and sign no agreements, 
nor make any compromise, nor bow 
down to any persecutor. He threw In 
hls lot with the wild hillmen, who were 
being hunted like wild birds upon the 
mountains by Claverhouse’s cavalry, 
and «s he wandered from owe hiding 
rdace to another, he preached to them 
In picturesque con ven rides, whdcCi 
gathered In the cathedral of the Ayr¬ 
shire hills, and birih them up In the» 
faith of Qod and of the Covenant! 
Like Rutherford, whb hud been to hint 
wbait £4t. Stephen was to 8t. Paul, he 
was that strange mixture of fierceness 
and of tenderness which Scots piety 
h*a<8 often bred and chiefly In its dark 
days. He was not afraid to pursue the 
doctrine of Calvin to 1U furthest ex¬ 
treme. ami would glorify God in th^ 
death of sinner* till even the stern 
souls of his congregation trombled. 
Nor was he afraid to defend resistance 
to nn unjust and ungodly Government, 
and he was willing to fight himself al¬ 
most as much, though not quite, as to 
pray 

But even the gloomiest and bitterest 
bigots that heard him. huddled in some 
deep morass and encircled by the coll 


he looks out upon the fair spring view, 
he it settling something with his con¬ 
science, and is half praying, half medi¬ 
tating. for. in hls lonely vigils, with no 
company hut the curlew ana the sheep, 
he has fallen upon the way of speaking 
aloud.

He la unconscious of everything ex¬ 
cept the agony of duty through wrhlcli 
ho is pu*a«ng. aiid his words^ though 
spoken low’, havo u sweet and penetrat¬ 
ing ru »<?, w hi eh arrest the attention of 
one who ha* co;oe down the gallery, 
and is now standing at the opening of 
the alcove where Pollock is h.aJc.t. Jt 
la hls hone**., the wldiuw of Lu.d Coch¬ 
rane, the eldest son of the Earl of 
DundonaM. who was st&*l living, though 
old and feeble, and , w no left the man¬ 
agement of a airs very much to La-iy 
Cochrane. Like many o.heu famhles in 
the days of the * , T^out>les*•• the Coch- 
ranas wag a house divided teamst It¬ 
self, alt* nigh till now the strength had 
been all on one side. Lord Duodonald 
h-^id been a loyal adherent! of th* Stu¬ 
arts, and had rendered them rervloe In 
earlier days, for whioh It was un- 
dei9tood he had received hla earldom- 
but he was a broken man now, a;;4 
had no strength In him to resist his 
masterful daughter-in-law. She was a 
child of the Earl of Cassillls, one of the 
stoutest and most thoroughgoing of 
Covenanter*; her husband hn<l died In 
the year when the Battle of Bothwell-

By her blood 
and by her §ymp*thy. by everything 
she thought ana felt Lady Cochran* 
was a Covenanter, and In her face and 
figure, as she stand* with the light from 
the window falling upon her, *he eym- 
bollze* her cause and party. Tall end 
strong-boned, with a lean, powerful 
face, and clear, unrelenting eye*, yet 
wit!) a latent suggestion of enthusiasm 
which would move her to any sacrifice 
for what ahe Judged to be righteousness, 
end with an honest belief In her re¬ 
ligious creed.

CHAPTER IL 


The Coming of the Amalekite. 

I T would have been hard to find with¬ 
in the ilvillzed world a more miser¬ 
able and distracted country than Scot¬ 
land at the date of our history, a fid the 
West Country was worst of all. The 
Covenanters, who were never averse to 
fighting, had turned upon Claverhouse 
and hls dragoons when they came to 
disperse a field-meeting at Drumclog. 
and had soundly beaten the King's 
Horse. Then, gathering themselves to 
a head and meeting the royal forces 
under the Duke of Monmouth at Both- 
well Bridge, they had in turn been 
hopelessly crushed. What remained cf 
their army was scattered by the cav¬ 
alry*. and .since that day, with som# 
luterludos, Claverhouse had been en¬ 
gaged In the inglorious work of dis¬ 
persing Presbyterian Convent ties gath¬ 
ered In remote places among the hdls, 
or searching tHb moss-hags tor outlaw¬ 
ed preachers. It w as a poor business 
fqr one who had seen war on the grand 
scale under the Prince of Orange, and 
had fought In battles where eighteen 
thousand men were left on the field. 
War was not tho name for those opera¬ 
tions, they w’ere simply police work of 
an irksome and degrading kind. Th.te 
were some who said that Ciaverhnu*® 
gloried in It. and that the lnher»* t 
cruelty of hls nature was gratified .In 
causing obstinate Covenanters, who h .d 
pot taken the oath, to be shot on ti e 
and huiing others to prison, w he e 
they were treated with extrene 
barbarity. Otiiers believed that being 
a iran of brood mind and chivalrous 
temper be absolutely disapproved of 
the <lovernment policy r*nd loathed tho 
buteller work to which he and his 
troops were set. 

Upon one way of It he was a blood¬ 
thirsty tyrant, and upon the other he 
was an obedient soldier, but the truth 
was with tutther view’. There fa no 
doubt that, like any other ambitious 
commander, be would much rather 
have been engaged in a proper cam¬ 
paign, and it may be granted that as a 
brave man he <Hd not hanker to be tho 
executioner of peasants; but he abso¬ 
lutely approved of the policy of hls rul¬ 
ers. and had no scruple in carrying It 
out. It was the only thing that could be 
done, and It had better be done thor¬ 
oughly; the sooner the turbulent and 
Irreconcilable Covenantors were crush¬ 
ed and the country reduced to peace 
the better for Scotland. And It must be 
remembered that, though they were 
only a fraction of the nation, the hlll- 
men were a very resolute and harass¬ 
ing fraction, and kept the western 
counties In a state of turmoil. No week 
passed without some picturesque Inci¬ 
dent being added to the annals of thta 
lamentable religious war, and whethes 
It was an escape or an arerst, an at¬ 
tack or a defeat, the name of Claver¬ 
house was always in the story. Tho 
air was thick with rumors of hls do¬ 
ings. atid in every cottage enraged 
Covenanters spoke of hls atrocities. No 
doubt the king had other officers quite 
a* merciless and almost as active, and 
the names of men like Grierson of Lag 
and Bruce of Earleshall and that fierce 
old Muscovite fighter. Gen. Dalstel, 
were engraved for everlasting repro¬ 
bation upon the memory of the Boots 
people. But there was no superstition 
so mad that it was not credited to 
Claverhouse, and no act so wicked 
that It was not believed of him. During 
the hours of day he ranged the country, 
a monster thirsting for the blood of In¬ 
nocent men, and the hours of the even¬ 
ing he spent with hfa associates In 
orgies worthy of hell. His horse, fa¬ 
mous for its fleet ness and beauty, was 
supposed to be an evil spirit, and as 
for himself, everyone knew’ {hat Cla¬ 
verhouse could not be shot except by 
a silver bullet, b'?uause he was under 
the protection of th# devil. Perhaps It 
is not much to say that during those 
black years— black for both sides, and 
very much so for Claverhouse—ho was. 
In the Imagination of the country folk, 
little else than a devil himself, and it 
was then he earned the title which has 
clung to him unto this day and been 
tho sentence of hts Infamy, “Bloody 
Clavers#.” ' 

Although there were not many houses 
of Importance In the west which Gra¬

B CNI OUN1F.—I am in one of the 
wildest parts of the greatest 
desert on earth. On all sides 
of me Is the Sahara, stretching 
to ihe west, south ai>d east for hun¬ 
dreds of miles. The desort, ail told. Is 
larger than the United States. It Is 
so big that If you couM lift up its 
sandy, rocky surface like a quilt and 
transport it to our country, It would 
cover every bit of It. and hide a part 
of Canada and tho Guif of Mexico. It 


Is longer than the Mediterranean sea, 
and bigger than all Europe. In s^tne 
places it is 2,000 mlle3 wide. Whore I 
now am is more than 400 miles south 
of the port of Oran, and about 1.2C0 
miles from Timbuktu, on tho Nlg-*r, 
where the great fertile belt of Africa 
begins. 

This Is on the very edge of the French 
Sahara. Just west of It there are wild 
rocky mountains as bare as the asphalt 
of Pennsylvania avenue, and as thirsty 
as was Dives when he b' ggcl Lszarua 


to oool his parched tongue. They mark 
the boundary between the possessions 
of the French and those of the Moorish 
Sultan: but the desert gr>e« farther 
westward, and at the southwest it doe* 
not stop until it reaches the Atlantic 
ocean. 

I came here on the military railroad, 
built by the French, to guard their pro- 
pie from the brigands of Morocco. It 
Is the road which, it is thought, may 
some day be cc.nt.nued clear a'*r©-f ths 
ftfchera to Timbuktu, with possibly a 
branch going off to Lake dmd. The 
road etar<a at Oran, and carries ono 


through the rich lands of the Tell, a 
country as fat us our Mississippi val¬ 
ley, which hlas grain fields and orchards, 
and vineyards which make mill ions of 
gallons of wine every year. The scenes 
there are like those of the best parts 
**f California. We left Oran ln the 
evening, and as the night fell we wore 
still In the Tell.

On the Atlas Plateau. 

Wrapping myself In my blanket, with 
my camera under my head as a pillow’, 
I slept fitfully all n’ght, and awoke on 


the high plateau of the Atlas mount¬ 
ains, beyond which Is the desert. I 
w*as passing through a great plain of 
yellow, sandy soil, covered here and 
there with stones, and spotted every¬ 
where with bun» hes of dry alfa grass. 
Only In ohe direction were there any 
hills to be seen, and they were bleak, 
barren and rocky. 

The alfa was growing right In the 
sands. It Is a mng. wiry grass, wh • h Is 
gathered by the thousands of tons and 
shipped to Europe for the making of 
paper. It Is cut by the Arabs, and there 
are companies with Immense capital 
which handle it. It grows to the height 


of my waist. In bunches some of vvhDh 
are not bigger than one’s fist, while 
others sprout out of mounds which 
would fill a half-btisbel measure. It 
looks tough and dry, but, nevertheless, 
large flocks of white and brown sheep, 
black goats and camels feed upon It. I 
saw such animals scattered over the 
plains, each flock wutched by a shep¬ 
herd In white gown and turban, who 
looked like a ghost as he srood among 
his sheep in the early morning.

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SOME VALUABLE LESSONS FOR PANAMA TAUGHT IN FLORIDA. 


How Private Enterprise Handles An Army of Peace Engaged in 
Railway B\ailding at Sea—Novel Features of the Work 
j^i Progress on the Florida Keys. 
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W HILE the eyes of the nation 
are turned toward Panama 
and the great work in 
progress on the isthmus, 
there Is going steadily forward In Flor¬ 
ida an enterprise which, in the opinion 
of experts, offers many valuable sug¬ 
gestions to the men who are solving 
canal problems. The building of such 
a railroad as that now under construc¬ 
tion between Miami and Key West, 
over the long line of the Florida keys, 
necessitates the employment of thou¬ 
sands of men, the handling of . vast 
quantities of material and supplies and 
the overcoming of many difficulties due 
to climate and topography. Especially 
in the way in which thousands of work¬ 
men are enlisted and managed without 
the Intervention of contractors is there 
said to De an object lesson as to the 
method by which the big ditch might 
best be dug. 

The points of likeness are many, 
despite the apparent differences be¬ 
tween two enterprises, one of which Is 
designed to enable steamships to under¬ 
take the feat of mountain climbing; the 
other to send a railroad truin to sea. 
For all practical purposes. Key West is 
as far from any considerably base of 
supplies as is the Isthmus of Panama. 
The climate, although In w’inter de¬ 
lightful, is almost tropical In summer, 
laborers, as well as maintenance and 
Construction supplies, must be brought 
from a distance, many of them from 



as far north as Philadelphia and New 
York, and are. therefor 0 , unacclima’ed. 
Even the water supply for both men 
and mu< hinery must be transput te l, 
much of It more than one hundred 

miles, in tank cars and steamers. 

• • • 

A Favorable Argument. 

There is. perhaps, an argument in 
favor of the Government's digging the 
carfal on its own Initiative In the gre.it 
undertaking of Henry M Flagler’s. Not 
a contractor has been employed during 
the whole course of the work. Both tha 
operation of the main line of the road 
and th<* construction of the extension 
are being carried on by the company 
itself, under the immediate dlrfct tion 
of Mr.vJ. R. Parrott, the vice president 
of the company, and Mr. Flagler's 
right-hand man in all his enterprises 
In Florida. 

Naturally, one of the most important 
items In the problem was an adequate 
supply of competent labor. From the 
first it was recognized that only under 
the best of conditions would men of 
the class required endure the Isolation^ 
from town life and the rmturat hard¬ 
ships of the work. The fact that 20 
per cent of the men now engaged upen 
the w'ork are o-ld hands who were there 
last year, went North again to escape 
last summer’s heat and mosquito sea¬ 
son, and at the beginning of winter re¬ 
turned. goes far to prove that the con¬ 
struction camps along the Florida keys 
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and between Long ajid Grassy' Keys, 
where the viaduct work first begins, 
is the next longest stretch, which will 
consist of 184 arches. 

From the midst of activities so suc¬ 
cessful and ®tfrnu4ating. visitor* to the 
southern end of Florida return with 
Just such enthusiasm as Congressman 
and other tourists bring back from 
Panama. One of the facts about the 
extension of the East Coast railway 
merges the keys to Key West that per¬ 
sists impresses them most of all Is that 
lit is the work solely of one man*.4 for¬ 
gone. Every dollar has come, and will 
Oorne presumably, from Henry M. Flag- 
**> pocket. 

[An average cost of $100,000 a mile for 
bo tiding the 160 miles of railway Is a 
iwy conservative estimate, to say noth- 
laf: of the further expense of the Im- 
ptvvemenrts at Key West, where it la 
proposed to fill in 174 acres of land now 
ufiller water and to build extensive 
dorks and terminals, ns well as dry 
docks and wharves, each 800 feet long 
aisd 100 feet wide. Then there mint 
be-established a car ferry service, w hich 
will* transport trains of thirty cars each 
from Key West to the Cuban capital 
in from four to four and one-half hours. 
Perhaps. $30,000,000 will see the enter¬ 
prise' complete to the last detail. But 
thege wilt be neither bonds nor sto^Pc 
to harass the public with the fear of 
poagjble loss, for it Is a strictly one- 
man undertaking. 

*T? try." sahJ Mr Flagler on one oc¬ 
casion. “to realize the responsibility of 
g re riches.” 

Thtis realtea.tion led to the Initial con¬ 
st rurtlon of the Florida East. Coast 
railway and Its attendant chain of win¬ 
ter resort hotels, which have advanced 
dowtn the entire length of the coast to¬ 
gether, adding 800.000 to Florida’s w4A*t 
ter population 1 and oontribut'ng million- 
to tbo prosperity of the State. To-day 
ths extension of this sywtem fa. like 
the work on the Panama Canal, giving 
the world an exhibition of the possi¬ 
bility of carrying pn In the tropics vast 
industrial projects without extrava¬ 
gance and without scandal or reproach. 
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are models of their kind, and that it is 
not necessary to' subdivide the w r ork 
among contractors. 

At the Long Key viaduct camp a di¬ 
vision of 500 men are quartered who 
work in day and night shifts. This 
is one of the points of pemmuent occu¬ 
pation; the buildings are of woo l. Each 
laborer has a good, clean “bunk.” a 
mattress filled with cut sponge, which 
makes an ideal bed, and a mosquito bar 
In addition to the wire, netting with 
which the doors and window » of the 
house arc covered. There is also a bar¬ 
ber shop where charges are low and 
tips rare, and in a separate building, a 
free library well stocked with papers 
and magazines rind book.«N The field 
hospital maintained at this camp Is un¬ 
der the care of a competent surgeon, 
and Is supported In part by the $1.50 
charged each man for transportation on 
the company's boats back to Miami.

Hospital for Workmen. 


A general hospital for the workmen 
Is located at Miami. From $30,000 to 
$45,000 is spent every year on medical 
attendance and supplies for the men 
employed at the various camps, an item 
of expense sufficiently large to make It 
a matter of self-interest for the com¬ 
pany to see that wholesome food and 
sanitary quarters keep It at a minimum. 

On some of the work it has been 
necessary to home the workmen In 
floating dormitories or house-boats 
which are towed along as the work 
progresses. The larger islands have 
permanent settlements with substan¬ 
tia] frame buildings which probably 
will remain In use after the road is 
completed. Ai other places tents are 
pitched at high points on the rocky 


little islets and the army of Oonstruc¬ 
tion presents the appearance of a veri¬ 
table army with its neat rows of white 
canvas tents. Its well-kept temporary 
streets and Its general air of martial 
spick-and-span ness. 

At each camp there is a commissary 
where supplies of the best grade can be 
had at prices corresponding to those 
prevailing in New York City. Many 
yachtsmen cruising among the Jteys 
purchase supplies of the railway com¬ 
pany’s commissariat. Gen. Shattuc, 
who was one of these recent purchas¬ 
ers, announces that the rations of the 
railway workmen are better than those 
furnished to the regular army, and that 
the laborers are fully as well housed 
and cared for ns are Uncle Barn’s troop¬ 
ers. ,

Rapid and Efficient Work. 


Under such circumstances It la not 


remarkable that the glgantio tasa of 
building this seagoing railroad pro¬ 
ceeds rapidly and efficiently. Enormous 
engineering difficulties have been en¬ 
countered and overcome. Many miles of 
swamp and low* ground have had to be 
filled in with rock and sand In order to 
secure a firm roadbed. The embank¬ 
ment across every one of the thirty or 
more keys which the road w'ill 
cross is built up entirely of cora- 
Une limestone, the material of whic* 
the islands are "formed. After leaving 
the mainland, dredges were forced fair¬ 
ly to eat their way through nearly 
twenty miles of tAngled mangrove 
swamp, a dredge proceeding slowly 
down each side of the embankment, 
digging a channel for Its own passage, 
and building up the embankment with 
the material excavated. Two arms of 
Jewflsh Creek, which separates Key 
Largo from the mainland, were filled In 
this way and jhe third has been 


spanned by a steel drawbridge, which 
is now in operation. 

Well within the island of Largo, and 
completely obstructing the line of grade, 
an inland lake was encountered which 
had not been disclosed by* the prelim¬ 
inary survey. The bottom of the lake, 
which w?as half a mile wide and con¬ 
tained six feet of water, was composed 
entirely of peat. To remove this peat 
and secure a firmer inundation for the 
embankment, two dredg* e worked 
steadily for fifteen months. Connect¬ 
ing Key Largo and Plantation Key 
across Tavernier creek is another steel 
bridge, with concrete piers and abut¬ 
ments. 

Perhaps the moat interesting pert of 
the work, however. Is the re-enforced 
concrete arch viaduct constructirn 
Which connects the longer stretches of 
deep water between the keys. Alto¬ 
gether there are about six miles of this 
kind of work, which will consist of 
alternations of four fifty-foot span* and 
one of sixty feoL Between Knight’s 
and Stale Keys there will be a total 
length of 15.ICO feet of this construction.

rolling dunes and plains covered with 
bowlders. 

Tho old descriptions represented the 
Sahara as a dreary waste of barren, 
sand as tlat as the sea, a vast wildei*- 
ness where travelers must perish If 
they tried to go through it. The real 
Sahara has vast expanses of sand. It 
has plains as big as a good-sRtal State 
of the Union, which are covered with 
atones, but a great part of it Is roil¬ 
ing. It is largely a plateau, broken up 
by iQfty mountains and cut up by 
w ater courses railed waddys. which ar* 
dry the greater part of tho ye'ir. Its 
average height above the sea is about 
as great as that of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of Virginia, and In many 
place* it Is as high as the Alleghenies 
and higher. 

The sand dunes themselves are some¬ 
time# six hundred ftet high, rmi they 
rise from the desert, crescent shaped, 
the horns of the crescent bc.ng turned 
eway from the winds. The s«nd is 
rolled up by the wind from the bottom 
to the top, e«< h grain going over and 
over until it falls Ineide tin- crekcet.L 
As this rolling go^s on the dunes In¬ 
crease in size. They move along slow¬ 
ly. and if a railroad should he In their 
way they would swallow It up. I have 
seen similar dunes on the sreat Pe¬ 
ruvian desert at the foot of the Andes, 
and have been told that they were tho 
f'htef obstacles to railroad building in 
that region. These dun?s g ow hard 
as the wind blows against them. Dur¬ 
ing my travels through them here, not 
far from Beni Ounlf, I have ridden up 
them <n hoT.-eback. and tire sand Is at- 
.»n-M ns pollrl as that of the seishoie. 

There are Urge regions in the Sahara 
which have no vegetation whatever, but 
many other parts have grass during 
parts of the year. This is so every¬ 
where along the edges of the desert, 
and also along the drlod-up water¬ 
courses, the beds of which contain some 
moisture. In many places there Is a 
slight rainfall during certain months. 
The least wuter causes the grass to 
spring up. and the Arabs drive their 
flocks to such place* to pasture. Where 
the grass will not grow there are some¬ 
times thorn bushes, which furnish food 
for the camels, and nearly every cara¬ 
van stops from lime to time up >n 
march for such food. Along the rail¬ 
road from h**re to the Atlas Mountains 
there Is In places a th‘n grow th of tough 
grass, and I have seen thousands of 
animals feeding upon It. The flocks 
are usually composed of both sheep and 
goats, and. strange to say. they are fat, 
although It would seem that most of 
them are grazing upon the hare stones. 

As to th*- oases. 1 saw many on my 
way here. They are chiefly date palms, 
with mud villages inside or near by. I 
have visited a number of them, and will 
make a special letter about them in the 
future. 

As I have said, the road here was 
built for military purposes. It is an 
absoluie necessity :o the rT :nch "o.iiroi 
of the Sahara. The stations along It 
are all fortified, and the country' for 
miles about here Is one great camp. 
Every town hits its barracks, there arc 


soldiers at every station, and troops on 
horseback and on camels are moving 
about* everywhere. Beni Ounlf ha* a 
garrison of seven hundred. A few hour** 
ride to thfe northward Is Ain Sefra, 
w'here Gen. Lyote, i the commander of 
the French army or the Bahara, Is lo¬ 
cated. and there are other troops far¬ 
ther south at Colomb Bechar, at the 
end of the road. The depots are all of 
stone, with port holes for rifles on all 
sides. Right here is one of the most 
Important military looatibna, 

Rent Ounlf is within almost a stone’s 
throw of the Moroccan boundary, and 
at the gate to a pass through the 
mountains which separato the do¬ 
minions of the Moorish Bultan from 
African France. The French have sub¬ 
dued long since the brigands of thedr 
own part of the Sahara, but the 
brigands of the Moroccan desert make 
raids upon the French oases, and they 
also attack traveler^ and caravans go¬ 
ing to and fro over the desert. The 
base of such expeditions ts the oasis 
of Tafllet, In Morocco, not far from 
here, w'here are same of the worst 
scoundrels of tHIs part of the world. 
Th**»e exp d'ttona are known as Harkas. 
They are often eompoeed of hundreds 
and even thousands of came»# and men. 
One uhbh through here a few 

years ago hud about four th >u»nnd men 
mounted on cairct*. and a Harks o< 
five hundred Is not un OTirzon. 

At this writing reports ha* « come he-e 
that the Governor of T.'fi’et has de¬ 
clared u holy war and that ar army »n 
cancels wIM c o<»n march across Into the 
Alrerloti Buhurt and attack the French 
outposts.

The Ernie of Fi-uig 

It wao a hnrka like this that i ro irht 
about the battle of Flgulg. named after 
an oasis about eight miles from here, 
where It took place. Flgulg Is one of 
the richest settlements of Western 
Morocco. It has about a million date 
tree®, and Us people have always b *en 
noted for their prosperity and trade. 
They are also famous as hater* M 
Christians and until lately It wa* deu h 
to such to enter their oases. AU*it 
three years ago, when th** nillroacTmid 
not yet n-a» hed this point, the Gov¬ 
ernor General of Algeria made an ex¬ 
pedition from the end of the road at 
Duverler to Beni Ounlf, and started 
thence on an expedition to Flgulg. He 
was accompanied by k detachment of 
Spy his. the bravest of these African 
soldiers, and three companies of the 
foreign legion, under the command of 
Gen. O’Fonner. it was then well known 
that any t’hrlstlan who went in o 
Flgtiig did so at the risk of his life; 
and one of the \mb officials of t T, e 
town warned the Governor Cknentl that 
he had better keep nut. He d d not 
heed the warning, and the result wuis a 
fight which lasted five hours, aft r 
which the French retreated 

This battle was entirely with rifles on 
both sides, and the Mo >rs thought they 
were equal to anything the French 
could bring forth. A day or so later 
yie foreign legion and three equadron* 


of cavalry appeared, their force alto¬ 
gether numbering 4,500. They brought 
wrlth them a number of mountain guns 
and other cannon, and. placing those 
more than a indie away, they openrd fire 
uppn the oasis and its villages with 
melinite sheUs. The reiyilt astounded 
the natives. Their mud brick hou«es 
were blown to atoms, and the minarets 
of their mosque cut In two. 

The Moors had never heard or seen 
anything like this, and they spon came 
almost on their knees to beg the French 
to desist. Since then the railroad hits 
been extended to Beni Ounlf, and with¬ 
in two years a thriving settlement hue 
grown up here, right at the gate to 
the pass. Flgulg Is now hafe for a 
traveler. If he Is accompanied by French 
soldiers, and the French are even 
building a wagon road to that place. 

The French Sahara slo e is altogeth¬ 
er more than half as larg-* as ihe whole 
United States. It extends from the 
Libyan desert to Morocco and as far 
south as the Soudan. The French have 
made this whole region peaceful, and it 
Is now possible to truvel almost any¬ 
where through It. They have troops 
stationed at every large oasis and have 
camel soldiers scouring the country and 
heliograph lug the least sign of disturb¬ 
ance. The*e coma) police a r e natives 
mounted on meh.irlii—btazts which can 
go 100 mile* day after day without 
tiring Many of the card pq'icc aro 
Tuaregs, who find y piys better to be 
employed by th*- F.^ench than to rob the 
caravans thomsvlve*. a- they did In the 
pa«t; oth“i# ar*' Targh's. f om a war¬ 
like trlbo f't tb#. nuttfii part of the 
Algerian Sfth >; T-*es* troops patrol 
the country all th * wn.v frb n Tripoli to 
MoriVioo.

If a drop skirt 1^ not 
used, then the waist fining, properly 
boned, runs down over the hips. 

The real Empire design is not U3ed. 
for that would bring the waist fine al¬ 
most directly under the bust. The now\ 
modified Empire waist line is Just the 
width of an ordinary girdle above the 
ordinary waist fine, and Is cut straight 
across without the dip made made 
fashionable by the Gibson girl. Very 
gradually from the front to the center 
of the bock, this waist fine rises until 
In the back It looks almost like an in¬ 
verted broad ,r VV* Generally the top of 
the Empire skirt is outlined by a 
crushed or plaited girdle, finished In the 
center of the back with flat rosettes or 
a long, narrow buckle.

HINTS FOR THE SICK ROOM. 


S PRING is a most trying season for 
tho invalid who must be confined 
when all nature and humanity seems to 
be springing Into new fife outdoor*. Lit¬ 
tle attentions and comfort* are more 
than ordinarily welcome Just now in th* 
sick room. 

If tho .patient is beginning to sit 
propped up in bed, do not depend upon 
pillows. Make a good borne -built imita¬ 
tion of the supports used in hospital*. 
Select about six strong twro-inch board* 
and set them into a frame, big enough 
to tilt at an angle of forty-five degree* 
or more from the top of the head of th* 
bed to the mattress. Paint thi* rack 
w*hlte to match the iron bed ajid fasten 
It to the top Iron rod with stout tape or 
canvas bands. Lay one or two pillows 
against this and you will find the In¬ 
valid rests more comfortably than 
against a nest of pillow**. 

If the patient complains that the room 
smells close and yet you know that It 
Is properly ventilated, try burning this 
new form of sick-room Incense: Soak a 
sheot of brown paper in saltpeter, al¬ 
low* it to dry, powder It thickly with 
dried lavender leaves. Lay this in a 
deep tin pan and burn It. 

If the patient can sit up In bed for 
brief periods of relaxation, nt onct* pro¬ 
vide a bed table. If you have an old 
sewing table with legs that fold, you 
can brace this on uchcr side with pil¬ 
lows or cushions, and the legs folded 
under, or, better still, cut off the fe<r* 
until they aro only about six or eight 
Inches lung and place this queer* table 
over the patient's knee. On it can b* 
arranged games, writing materials, or, 
for a child, toys. 

If the patient Is fond of flowers and 
the cost of dut bloom* is beyond th* 
family purse, this Is Just the season 
when ferns and wild flower* can be 
usod to advantage. Set a deep, cracked 
dish in the bottom of a fancy baaket 
with or without bundles, fill It with dirt 
and moss and transplant woodland 
treasures to the sick room. They will 
not five many days, but they will giv* 
the patient much pleasure, and the care 
of them, watering and cutting off dead 
leaves, furnishes distraction.

The aspic referred to is ordinary geia-

sonic sardines, then split them open 
and take out the backbone and cut 
them Imto narrow strips. Mix together 
In equal quantities some stiff mayon¬ 
naise sauce and cool, but liquid asplo 
Jelly; then stir in some chopped caper* 
and small pieces of tomato, In the 
proportion of a dessertspoonful of 
each to half a pint of the mayonnats* 
and aspic mixture; and. lastly, add 
the sardines. Have wt hand *ome small 
tomato molds which have been rather 
thickly fined with tomato aspic; fill 
them with the sardine mixture and 
leave on Ice until the Jellies can be 
umnoldcd; serve each on n small leaf 
of lettuce, and surround w'lth a salad 
of watercress and sliced tomatoes.

In households where tea-drinking 
Is dignified into a ceremony, and 
the quality of the beverage is made 
a matter of importance, the furni¬ 
ture of the .ra* iueludes teakettle 
and alcohol lamp, and the tea is 
brewed in the sight of the party. It 
Is a graceful and a gracious “cere¬ 
mony." Stillness and st.rangerhood 
melt before it, as frost under the 
iunshinc. Talk is stimulated and 
good fellowship established. 

DECADENCE OF CONVERSATION 

The aftern<y)ii tea and reception 
Is an expansion of the dgily cus¬ 
tom. An evening “affair" involves 
the necessity of a formal and a 
more or less elaborate supper. 
There must he music, und. nowa¬ 
days, the hostess considers herself 
bound to provide 9ome kind of “en- 
t*; tain men t" other than dancing for 
the young people and cards for the 
elder guests. 1 make no pause here 
lo bemoan the decadence of conver¬ 
sation as a lost art. Cards and 
dancing have taken the life out of 
talk. If a girl waltzes well, nobody 
a*ks if she can converse. If her 
mother, aunt or elder sister can 
hold her own at whist, or be an Hq- 
ratia at the “Bridge”—what need 
of further social accomplishments? 

Dancing and cards are varied by 
irocal and instrumental music, reci¬ 
tations, amateur theatricals—any 
novel fad that promises diversion to 
fclaso wordlings. Tho function is 
expensive, laooiious and. to all 
save the debutante and the “young" 
beauty, tedious and trite. 

“The only difference is in tho 
Caterer," sighed a society girl in her 
third season. “I have been to twen¬ 
ty this winter. We say the same 
toothings; we meet the same set of 
people, and I know it all by heart 
before I go." 

HINTS FOR HOSTESSES

I do not say this boast¬ 
fully—merely to ahotv that expensive steaks 
did not da It. 

Our clothes were good. but not fine, and 
we made cur own dresses as soon as ws 
learned how to sew. If mothers but knsw 
what s difference It makes tn the strength 
of a girl s character If she Is taught to 
struggle for herself early In life, they 
would not worry so much about her being 
compelled to do without this or that lux¬ 
ury which some other girl may have whose

RLCENT RAID GAVE EVIDENCE. 


Mobile. Ala.. April 13.—The United 
States grand jury now In session here, 
to-day returned twenty-four indict¬ 
ments for alleged conspiracy In violat¬ 
ing the anti-lottery law.

Alfred Honrcn Morris, New Orleans; 
Paul Conrad. New Orleans; Edward L. 
Pennac, Lewis S. Graham. New Or¬ 
leans; Francis X. Fitzpatrick. Boston; 
James L. Shaw. Washington. I>, C.; 
William P. Johnstone, formerly of Cin¬ 
cinnati. now of New Orleans; C. W. 
Brodow and James Rea, of New Or¬ 
leans; Gen. William L. Cabell. Dallas. 
Tex.; E. J. Detnarest, W. F. Demarest 
and John M. Demarest, New Orleans; 
Robert K. Thompson, Mobile; William 
C. Henderson and Harry W. Henderson, 
formerly living In Brooklyn.

In construction with concrete ihera 
ure instance# where artistic effect Is lost, 
and the Vails appear particularly cold and 
dead, but this is pot to be charged up 
against concrete—the architect, builder 
and owner may share In the responsibility, 
They usually do.

Harry Howell, of tho St. I>»uls Brown*. 
Insists that the "spit" ball has no eltecr 
whatever on his arm. Howell has an ex¬ 
cellent curve bal! and good speed, and 
was regarded ns a classy pitcher before 
the "spitter" was heard of. Howell Is s 
great student of tho game and- he has 
developed tho "wet" bttll to a high de¬ 
gree. Howell simply loves to throw the 
"spitter" and tiles his hardest to retire 
every batter on strikes. When pitching 
Howell always has a mouth full of slip¬ 
pery elm. and he simply covers the ball 
with saliva. When Howell ts pitching the 
lufieldcrs always have trouble handling 
the ball. Bobby Wallace, one of the most 
accurate thrower* In the business, made 
a large mnlority of hl« errars last season 
with Howell working. The ball when re- 
celwd by the lnfielder Is in such slippery 
condition that to throw It Is quite a feat 

Berger, with Columbus last year, simply 
set the American Association barters on 
end His "spit” ball was the most dread¬ 
ed ball ln the league and his strikeout 
record was very much "Rube Waddell.’* 
Akron fans will never forget what Berger 
did to their star team of two years ago 
At the close of the season an exhibition 
game was played with Columbus. Bepgvr 
pitched for the Columbus team, and what 
happened to Akron was awful. The O 
and P. leaguers were blanked and Just 
fifteen went out on strikes. Berger hr.d 
hl« "spitter" working to perfection in that 
game and had the minor leaguers swing¬ 
ing everywhere in an effort to hit the 
ball. 


ln its birthplace. It jumped into favor 
with rapid strides and tvas given a 
warm welcome for Its homecomlhg. 

Tobacco was not Introduced Into Eu¬ 
rope until the latter half of the Six¬ 
teenth century'. Francis Hernandez de 
Toledo, a physician, was sent by Philip 
II. to Mexico to investigate its product 
In 1559. He brought the plant back to 
Spain and cultivated It for medicinal 
and ornamental purposes. From Spain 
it w'os Introduced into other countries 
of Europe. Jean NTcot, lord of Ville- 
main, French Ambassador at the court 
of* Portugal, purchased leaves and *^ed 
from a sailor from Florida, and sent 
them to France as a "herb of peculiar¬ 
ly pleasant taste, good medicinally, and 
ln fevers." In fact it w*as a new drug, 
a panacea, that the weed was used and 
spread throughout Europe, and Ntcot’s 
part In the distribution has been recog¬ 
nized In the name of the herb. By the 
time tobacco had found Its way into 
Italy, Germany and England, smoking 
had become very general, and the his¬ 
toric war against the use of the weed 
soon followed, with Ignominious defeat 
for the foes of tobacco. In spite of the 
fact that many smokers w’ere tortured 
and even burned alive for violating the 
laws agaJnst the use of the weed. 

For a kmg time It was supposed that 
the tobacco plant was introduced into 
Turkey and the surrounding Moslem 
countries from Spain by way of the 
Moors and Northern Africa, but recent 
Investigation throwsgTeat doubt on this 
theory ot migration. It now is the gen¬ 
eral op/iion that tobacco entered Tur¬ 
key by the back door instead of tho 
front, and by way of the Philippines 
instead of Spain. After the conquest 
of Mexico and the Philippines, a great 
trade sprang up between these two 
countries'. The Spaniards carried to the 
Philippines with the tomato, pineapple 
and the yam. the tobacco plant. Its 
cultivation rapidly reached large pro¬ 
portions in the islands and developed 
many new and distinctive varieties. 
From the Philippines the Malays cart¬ 
ed the seed to Sumatra, Ceylon, and 
India, whence It was but a short geo¬ 
graphical step to Persia and Turkey, 
where the weed had a bitter struggle 
with fanatical Moslems and bigoted 
sultans and shahs, who slit the noses 
and cheeks of smokers, and frequently 
burned them alive, but, In the end. to¬ 
bacco won the victory, as it had else¬ 
where. 

The best tobacco, as well as the 
strongest, grown In Turkey, is the La- 
takla. of Northern Syria. It is dark 
colored, and resembles Perlque. but has 
an Individuality of lts own. The mild, 
yellow leaf called "Turkish’* ln this 
country. Is grown mostly ln Greece and 
in the vicinity of Cavalla, in Macedo¬ 
nia. From it the Turkish cigarettes are 
made. The Turkish and Greek taxes 
upon cigarettes and cigarette paper are 
so high that the bulk of the Cavalla 
tobacco ts shipped to Egypt and there 
manufactured.

Vim Warning coup and the immense 
sum won on him throughout the country 
got :he old-timers to fanning over remem- 
brances* of those affairs. 

“That big Warning turnover,” observed 
one of the beet-known of the Bennlng 
trainers, “whs orw of thoe© successful 
coups that everybody hears about. Few 
hoar about the almost innumerable other 


carefully framed-up killings that fail to 
go through. When a reaUy Immense op¬ 
eration is put under, us, for Instant e. 
when Dave Gideon pounded the Morris 
Park ring and the Western poolrooms for 
fully fcfto.OOO on his filly Josepha a few 
years buck, all hands heard or read about 
the thing, and miUh happenings, widely 
broadcasted, make the game look inviting 
and oa*y, and the fresh money of the 
people who arc- fascinated by the accounts 
of the great killings drtfis to the oook- 
rriikers’ sate hale 

”1 won’t cay that It’s about a* hard for 
a man born lu 1K70 to get a total dlaabllLy 
pension for participation In the battle of 
ChanwUoravllie ae it is to pull oft a suc- 
ccseful thog-*iaughtering on a race- track 
nowadays, but I don’t mind mentioning 
In confidence that the people who fetch 
through a successful horse killing at this 
stage of the racing game have got to be 
nughty slick, imd tboy vc got to have 
wliole sUiUiors of luck liesides.

"At I^atonia, about eight years ago, 
there was one blocked out that would 
have chased the price layers all over 
America to tho booby hatch in set* of 
fours.

’’The horse happened to belong to me, 
which renders the recital of the cause un¬ 
derlying the If all the more sad. He was 
such a good horse that lie’s been in the 
stud for a number of years and has al¬ 
ready sent plenty of winners to the races 
around here. I never raced him at all as 
a twm-year-old. He went a bit wrong us 
I wa? edging him toward the post as a 
three-year-oJd. I didn't know’ even then 
whether he was going to be really of any 
account or not. but when I got him Into 
racing trim on the old Lexington track 
the stuff he showed nv made me sit up 
and blink.

G LORIPIER is the horse the own¬ 
ers and trainers who have 
watched the New Orleans win¬ 
ter racing are touting for the 
Cart or Handicap, say* the New York 
Telegraph.

Past Week Bull One. 


No Other Feature of Building Has 
Made Greater Advance. 

Architects, as well os real estate 
men, are unanimous in agreeing that 
electricity is fast becoming an absolute 
necessity in every building, and that 
houses, of any or all kinds, constructed 
without electrical wiring are fast be¬ 
coming obsolete and undesirable on the 
market. According to these two classes 
of men, who know, probably better 
than any other classes, just what is 
most conducive to the market value, 
nothing to-day plays a more important 
part in the construction of buildings 
than electricity..and nothing has done 
more to enhance the comfort and sub¬ 
sequent value th/tn tills invisible cur¬ 
rent for lighting and other purposes. 

An architect, recognized as an 
authority on comfort and safety In 
buildings, in speaking of electricity for 
all kinds of houses, said yesterday: 
“Nothing ln the construction mainte¬ 
nance or equipment of buildings has 
made such rapid strides as etoctrlclty. 

“A few years ago but few plans con¬ 
tained specifications for electric wiring. 
To-day and for the last two or three 
yeafcs I have not sent out a set of 
plans but what had details for wiring 
in them. 

“Houses being buBt for investment, 
rental purposes, are all being wlfc-ed 
now. A few years ago this was rarely 
required. I have not drawn a set of 
plans In some time but that wiring 
was Included. The time will come 
when houses will use electricity and no 
ga-s. At present gas Is being ustx! prin¬ 
cipally as an emergency light In most 
nice homes and other buildings.

“Now, there aro two methods <>f 
wiring. One is known as the open or 
knob system, in which the wire Is not 
covered or protected. The other is the 
tube systom. In which wire is run in 
tubek or pipes especially for that pur¬ 
pose. In the latter method the wiring 
and the house are thoroughly protected 
Irani fire. In my opinion the same 
cannot be said of the former method. 
Every building »»ught to be wired, and 
my preference is for the tube or con¬ 
duit system. While the latter method 
of installation may cost a little more, 
yet the great benefit and safety make 
the slight difference ln cost too Incon¬ 
siderate to mention. 

“Combination electricity and gas fix¬ 
tures are much more artistic in rooms 
or houses than the plain gas fixtures. 
All plans to-day Induce piping for gas 
and tho combination fixtures are the 
thing." 

It is plain to see that the time Is 
fast approaching when houses will he 
both heated and cooled by electricity. 
Fans in the summer time are fast be¬ 
coming a household necessity, and the 
same current will be used in the win¬ 
ter time for warming houses. The uses 
of electricity ln the homes, to say noth¬ 
ing of physicians' and dentists’ offices, 
hospitals and other buildings, is so 
steadily Increasing that it is almost 
Impossible to foresee where the steps 
of progress will end. Electric current 
is so fast becoming a dally household 
necessity that in a few years there will 
hardly be any homes without IL 

From a standpoint of developing the 
city’s Industries there Is nothing that 
has done more to help build up tho 
smaller industries than electricity. 
Many small enterprises can start now 
with the installation of small electric 
motors where a few' years ago a big 
boiler and engine had to be installed 
at considerable expense, which often 
was prohibitive.

It can scarce¬ 
ly be too frequently Italicized that United 
States Is the great equine nursery of ihe 
world, ami the one source of supply for 
the pressing needs of any other civilized 
na/tlon. Already Europe must come to us 
for the 1 vorscs for Its third army corps; 
not a single nation carries sufficient nu- 
mervUUly; not a single nation has the 
space of land to breed and rear them, 
except at an erorraou# coaL There Is no 
possibility of change in this situation on 
the horizon line, until Rusirta, Australia, 
New Zealand. Japan arid Canada become 
sufficiently developed to enter as com¬ 
petitors*. Ail other nations are already 
hopelessly beyond tho pale, says the 
Now York Evening Post. 

What is true of the matter of army 
mounts and remounts might easily be 
made true of oth*r types of horses. It 
is no empty boost to-day to say that 
nit our National Horse Show, where hun¬ 
ters are Judged yearly on performances 
and conformation, that HO per cent, of

Thus is insured the best of serv¬ 
ice, right in his own neighborhood, with¬ 
out practical expense, Journeying or an¬ 
noyance of any kind, a service which two 
years ago would, have cost tremendously, 
and In some . uses w*as not obtainable at 
any price for anything not thoroughbred. | 
Tlie aim is to-day to enable the farmer 
to breed high-class produce of whatever ; 
type he desires, realizing that, os all that 
Is highest came from the thoroughbred,, 
so one can go to* the hign-class thorough- 
brini to reinfuso. to reobtaln. whatever 
element is desired for improvement. 

It is generany some unconsidered trifle 
which starts the greatest movements In 
history. The Breeding Bureau o< the 
(State of New York bad scarcely been 
launched when other States seized the 
Idea and began to work on similar fines. 

In Kentucky Mississippi etc., prominent 
men came forward, offering good thor¬ 
oughbred horses to start the idea for ths 
home State; workers wore plentiful, and 
in a few weeks each enterprise was car¬ 
ried with a whoop, and it really seems 
no stretch of fancy to predict that before 
long ©very leading State In the Union 
will be similarly equipped. Then. Indeed, 
tho standard of quality in the higher 
grad*** of American horseflesh win he 
spreading with glnnt strides.

Hitherto tho farmer was badly handi¬ 
capped. Few of them had any tangible 
idea of the possibilities lying before their 
good mare. They could not afford a real¬ 
ly good stallion; they hud not time or 
inclination to hunt one at ft distance, they 
took the first one to hand, without know¬ 
ing. or caring, if his service was forty 
or four hundred. Thu® certain structural 
and disposition faults became typical of 
a district, and things were going from 
bnd to worse, until certain pubilc-spirltcd 
men (copying thi* English method exist¬ 
ing for yea^s) began to let their tenants 
and neighbors have a free service of some 
good horse for any good mare they hap¬ 
pened to possess This was really the 
germ of the breeding bureau, fostered and 
strengthened when several hunting and 
steeplechase enthusiasts began to obtain 
magnificent foals from good mares hrod 
to ®uch stallions* as Henry of Navarre, 
Imp. Remington. Sir Dixon, Barrett (who 
need to beat the famous Iroquois In his 
work), etc. These foals, appearing In the 
field and at horse shows ns middle-weight 
and heavy-weight hunters, during tho 
past four years, have opened the eyes 
of all interested In the possibilities exist¬ 
ing for a recognized breeding bureau of 
value, handled along equitable and emi¬ 
nently rational linos. A son of Henry of 
Navarre Is probably the best hunter on 
conformation and performance we have In 
this country to-day. and $10,000 would not 
buy him. A son of Sir Dixon, as a two- 
year-old. went six feot with 168 pound® on 
his back, at a county fair. The list might 
be extended indefinitely. 

Then the Jockey Club of the State of 
New York gave the matter consideration, 
and sent representatives abroad to invest¬ 
igate what other countries had done, how 
it had been done, what had been accom¬ 
plished. what was considered possible. 
This data was carefully considered, the 
undesirability eradicated. Improvements 
made, nnd prominent breeders, etc., asked 
for co-operation. This was Immediately 
given and resulted In a magnificent array 
of more than thirty well-bred stallions 
being placed In the hands of the bureau 
at once. These are not animals which 
have outlived their usefulness Quite the 
roverse. They have nil shown whnt they 
ran do. and njre simply “slated** because 
they hare nor produced the “speed** which 
the valuable thoroughbred must have for 
racing. They have produced conforma¬ 
tion. nigh courage. go<*J disposition. Intel¬ 
ligence In a hlirh ratio, and “speed" Is 
not desired In llie vnst ntilbarlnn cnnln©

LAUGHS AT FLURRIES IN WAXL 
STREET. 


Stock Jobbers Cannot Frighten Peo¬ 
ple of Whole Country. 

[Chicago Tribune's Washington Corre¬ 
spondence. 1 

The prosperity of the United States 
cannot be- destroyed by Wall street 
flurries, In the Judgment of Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson. 

It has b*en asserted by financiers 
who have come to Washington ami con¬ 
sulted with the President that only 
good crops during the coming season 
would save the country from serious 
business and financial depression. There 
will be such crops, ac* ordlng to Mr. 
Wilson. 

“No longer can there be anything like 
universal crop failure.” said the Secre¬ 
tary to-day. “There is no reason to an. 
tiripate anything unusual one way or 
other this year. The weather has so 
much to do with it that \v# cannot say 
whether we will get an average or ban¬ 
ner crop. We will get one or the other. 


“Nan” Patterson, one time “Floro- 
dora show girl, was on triaJ three times 
for her life for the killing of “Caesar” 
Young In a cab In New York, the morn¬ 
ing of June 4, 1905. Young, who had 
been a close friend of Miss Patterson 
for several years, had met her by ap¬ 
pointment about two hours before the 
time set for the sailing of the steam¬ 
ship upon which he was to sail with 
his wife for Europe. 

Miss Patterson was indicted for mur¬ 
der in the first degree nine days later. 
Sh • asserted that Young had killed him¬ 
self. In its first trial the case did not 
reach the Jury, one of the Jurors be¬ 
coming mortally 111 before all the evi¬ 
dence was produced. The actress’ sec¬ 
ond trial began in November, and re¬ 
sulted In a hung jury. After the con¬ 
clusion of this hearing Miss Patterson’s 
lawyers made an unsuccessful effort 
to secure her release on ball. 

The third trial terminated May 3. 1906. 
The jury announced after thirteen 
hours’ deliberation that It had been un¬ 
able to agree upon a verdict, and was 
discharged. Steps to secure the young 
woman’s liberation were begun Imme¬ 
diately. but the District Attorney. Mr. 
Jerome, deliberated several days before 
reaching a decision. May 12. 1906. she 
was finally released from the Tombs, a 
free woman. 

Throughout the three trials of ‘’Nan’* 


the rmUtf-tnlHionaire. Charles F. Jones, 
the valet, confessed. By this confession 
Jones purchased his Immunity from 
trial or punishment. His evidence, how¬ 
ever. cost Patrick his freedom. 

Patrick, having much ability an a 
lawyer, has spent the greater part of 
the last six years In his cell, studying 
means whereby he might save himself 
from death in the electric chair. Five 
times was he sentenced to death in 
that time, yet time and again he re¬ 
fused to ask for executive clemency, 
asserting that he wanted a pardon or 
nothing.

Fisk, al¬ 
though married, and Stokes were both 
paying court to a beautiful and no¬ 
torious woman by the name of Josle 
Mansfield. Fisk attempted to ruin 
Stokes and hod him Indicted few* black¬ 
mail. Stokes rushed to the Grand Cen. 
tral Hotel, where Fisk was stopping at 
the time, and shot and killed him. 

The three trials which resulted form 
one of the famous fights of the cen¬ 
tury. In the first two, Stokes was 
found guilty of murder in the first de¬ 
gree. amid scenes of riotous disorder. 
Stokes rising in court at the end of the 
second trial, denouncing the Jury and 
District Attorney, and alleging that 
Jay Gould hod paid for his conviction.
